Arcot, North, District (4r4i/)—An inland District on the Sour 
eastern side of the Macdms Presidency, lymg between 12° 2¢ a ea! 
and 13° 55° N. and 78° +4’ and 79” 39° E., with an area of am! hill 
7,386 square miles, Tt gets ite mame from the fact that ik eal iver 
originally comprised that portion of the former Musalmdn +e 
Siitab of Arcot which lies north of the Palar river, The part 
to the south was added subsequently from the southern 
division of the S#ed. The name ts supposed to bea conuption 
of the Tammi) drwAdde (‘six forests"), tradition stating that the 
country was once occupied by this nimber of forests, in which 
dwelt an equal number of riAit, 

On the north the District is separated from Cuddapah by 
4 portion of the Eastern Ghats, locally known as the Tirupati 
hills, fom the (dwn of that name which [ea at their foot. The 
range id Lrokel: by a tong. valley running northwardy ‘into 
Cuddapah District, Advantage has been taken of thie gap 
by the north-west ime of the Madras Railway, which pasecs 
ap it through the Ghite on its way to Bombay, On the weet 
the Listrict tuna op tothe Mysore plitean. In the south-west, 
scpamted from the Bayer: Ghites by the fertile valley of the 





PALa®, ig the detached group of the JAvani Hiuts, well 
wooded and enntaining much game, which divide the Thstrict 
from Sulem and pari of Sonth Arcot. Along the southern 
ihe country is fiat and unintéresting. In the northeast the 
Nagari hills-are conspicuous, with high precipitons cliffs, the 
moot important peak beng Nagati Nose (2,324 fout), m the 
Karvetnagur saminda’ overlooking the railway. “Phis hill 
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visible from the ea in fine weather and i* a recognized land- 
mark, Front all the ranges numerona small boulderoovered 
spare branch aff towards the centre of the District, and -com- 
hine to render jt one.of the moet yaned and picturesque areas 
in the Presidency, 

None of the hills is particularly lofty, the gener) elevation 
af the Eastern Ghats and the Javadis being about 2,500 and 
3000 feet respectively, The highest peak is Avalapalle Drug 
(3.829 foot) in the Pungandry fawead ere. Rarnaticogarh 
(3,24 fect) in the Polar aivfvé, and KailAsaparh (2,745 feet) 
in Vellore, both on the Jividis, are other peuke of importance, 
Each has o emall. bungalow on its itummit, which forma a 
Pleasant retreat in the hot season, Except the JuvSdis, the 
hills are generally uninhabited, 

The chief tivers of the District arc the Pinin, and its 
tributaries the Cheyyar and Post, Except for a few days 
in the year, the beds of these are dry, sandy waste, ‘The 
Cheyyar risey inthe Jawidis, Ty first flows gouthwards into 
South Arcot District, then, bending to the exat ark! inorth-enst, 
enters the southern «i/wéy of North Arcot, flows eastward 
across them, and finaily falla- into’ the Palit near WALA jabatul in 
anil streams, but none of them is worthy of special nate.

The flora of the District presents no points of particular Botany, 
interest. The growth on the Wills is of the drier deciduous 
type usual to the lower epure of the Eastern Ghite, anid in the 
low country are the ordinary Corogundel planta ‘Ihe chief 
trees are referred to under Foresta below, 

The bitger game includes the bison (Aer puwrws' which Faeon 
i found! in small numbers on the Javidis, and an occasional 
ger. Leopards are common throughout the rocky hills. The 
black bear, hyenas, sleder, spotted deer, jungle sheep or 
barking doer, antolipe, ard will hog are also found in differant 
parts of the Distnet. Small game of the usual kinds are plentiful, 
and peafowl and junglefowl orcur in the forests, 

The climate is on the whole healthy, being very dry, “The Climate 
Javiclis, however, are malarious at certain periods of the wis. teria 
The low country is bot, bot never unbeambly so, while the!

ending with 1899 avernged 37 inches, Rut owing to the many 
The driest tract is that above the Ghirs, where the full is 
only 31. inches. In the neighbouring Chandmyin fadud it 
is 93 inches, In the centre of the Dimatrict, however, the fall 
increases to 39 and on the eet to 4o inches. Speaking 
genenilly, the siuth-west monsoon it more copious than the 
nonh-exst.on the plateau and in the centre of the District, and 
country i¢ nearer to the Bay of Bengal and loss hut out from 
currents dnving inland.

Historically, from the earliest times of which anything is 
knien down to the close of the ninth century aco, the Dietnct 
fermed part of the territory of the Pallavas, whose capital was 
at Conjeeveram, in Chingleput District, During the succeeding 
centunes, it passed successively under the sway of the Cholas 
of Uraiyie, the RAshtraktta dynasty of Malkhed, thy great 
Chola king Rajaraja Deva of Tanjore, und the Hinda ruler 
of Vijayanagar. These last were overthrown by the Musalmane 
of the Decean in 1g65 at the battle of ‘Talikola, and the 
country fell into the power of the Sultins of Bijapur anil 
Golewmdi ‘The last nominal lings of the Vijayanagar line 
lived for some years at Coanpeacm, In1657 the emperor 
Aurangreb sent his general Zuifikar Khan to annex the south 
of India to the Mughal empire, and the District then passed 
under the Muhainmadan Nawibs of the Carnatic, who made 
Arcot their’ 

During the ark tania years Nerth Arcot wat the scene of 
some of the most decisive batiles in the history of Souther 
Indian One of the Nawsha, Dost All, wae defeated! ond killed 
in Ube eur aT ati Bg uction af the Damalchoeravu Pass, in the 
(Chandragiri fitheh, by the Mirithda, who had been enlled im 
by the Naiks of Tricumsorony to avenge tits annexation of 
their capital His bro. successors were murdered; and in 
1749. the Nawib Anwar-udalin wag. defeated and killed at 
Ambar, $6 miles west of Arcot, by his rival Chanda Sahib, 
asaitted by the French and Mucaflur Jang. ‘Ditring the war 
that followed on the Corumandel Cons, Arcot, the capital of 
the newly proclaimed Nawit Chanda Sahih, was captured hy 
Clive on behalf of Muhammad Al, the son of Anwarod-din, 
who wis closely besieged by Chands Sahib and the French 
at Trichinopoly. Clive'’s subsequent brilliant defence of tia 
pfiec ig one of the most memorable events in Anglo-Indiin 
history. On the renewal of the war in 1757 Arcot fell to 
the French, But Eyre Coote-signally defeated Lally, the 
French general, at Wandiwish im 17fo, and soon after retook 





every fortress that had beer lost tothe enemy, ‘Haidar Al, 


the Muhamrmadan usixper of ihe Mysore thrane, curing his 
invasion of the Carnatic in 1767 laid siege to Ambar, Hit 
on the advance of # relieving army under Colonel Sith, he 
mised the siege and retire! to Kaveripik In sp8o he again 
descended the Ghits, laid) waste Vellote and the surrounding 
country, and beneged Arcot. Thut hearing that an English 
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army tiuler Sir Hector Munm was on its way thither, he 
wbundoned the attempt. He succeeded, however, in cutting 
te pieces a Jetachment under Colonel Baillin at Paollilore, near 
Pilot in the Wailajapet Ai4vé. He afterwards resumed the 
srege of Arcot, which surrendered, while Ambir waa also taken. 
He next laid mege to Vellore and Wandiwish, ‘The later 
was gallanily defended by Liestenant Flint and was eventually 
relieved by Sir Eyre Coste, whe now commanded in Miactras. 
Coote subsequently proceeded to the relief of Vellore anil 
met the enemy at Sholinghur, where they had been drawn up 
to infereept him. “The action waa not decisive, lot Hlatdor's 
lows, wae very heavy. Coote pushed on to Vellore and suc 
cessfully provisioned it for three montha The next year (1752) 
he relieved Wandiwish, which had been again besieged, Flmt 
once morte offoting a stout resstance The war ended in 
1783, anid the District was not afterwards the mene of any 
serous fighting. 

In 178s the Nawhb hal assigned the revenues of the 
Carmutic to the Company, und North Arcot thus pasted under 
their management. In aSo1 it was, with the rest of the 
Carnatic, ceded in full sovereignty by the Nawab Asim-od- 
dauia, The Poligir chiefs of the Diemict gave constant 
trouble a first, but by 1805 all of them had been reduced 
to submission, ‘Since then the quiet of the country hus only 

ence been disturbed ‘This was by the mutiny of the eepoys 
esters at Vellore in 1806, The ouibrenk-was quelled by 
troops fram Arcot under Colonel Gillespie.

A/wh ‘These have been conjectured to be the 
work of th ancestors of the existing caste of Kurumbas, who 
cording to tradition wore once a powerful community, ‘The 
rined city ut PAnavent in the Polit fi/ad ie also thought to 
have been their capital Rock sculprwnes, the work of gust 
generations of Jainy, are to be seen in the Arcot five at 
Pancha Pindavamalai, MAMANDDH, and Tiruvattiir, in the 
Pole Atv: ot ‘Tirumala, and tn Chittoor at Vallinialas 
snreeaters! on stone are common, and) tnany of them remain 
to be deciphered.

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of Veitoxe (population, 43,537), GuotvAtran (21,3355, Timw- 
att (rg483), and WALAjAre? (10,047), and eight smaller 
Unions, Crrrroce, the administrative heac-quarters, ranks 
only seventh in size among the towns, Except perhaps 
‘Viregmti, which owes its vitality to ite temple, and Gudiyatoun 
end Ambir, which contin a large number of enterprising 
Labbal traders, note of these towns is growing. “The popu- 
lation of Vetiore deciined in the decade 16gi—tgor ; and that 
of Arcot and Walijapet, which were omee trade marte fant 
have now been deserted by the stream of commerce, id less 
thin it was thirty years age. 

OW the total, population, 2,068,386, or nearly o4 per cent, 
are Hindus, 103,088 (5. per cent.)

Christians, Christians liave, however, more 
than doubled in numbers during the last oeenty-years.. Throe- 
fourtha of them are Roman Catholics, Jains number 8\c09, 
being more numeroys than in any other Distnict except South 
Kanara. More than half of them are in the Waneliwash fred, 
About $6 per mnt. af the people apeak ‘Tamil, which is the 
vernacular of the southeastern “/vés, and 39 per 
rent, “Telugu, which is the language mainly spoken elsewhere. 
As so considerable a proportion of the poople speak each of 
these langunpes, the District Gése and other official papers

attempt was made to inprove the breed by the importation 6f 
halfbred Merino sheep from Mysore, but the experiment failed 
as the animals would not thrive bere: None of the other 
dumesticated animals deserve notice.

‘This had 
five yates, the chief of which was the Delhi Gate, which Jed 
out opon the bed of the Paltr, “The whele is now in complete 
ruin, but the Delhi gateway still smnds and iy an interesting 
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reli, Tt is surmounted by a smiall chamber, from which 
aA pretty view of the river and opposite bank may be obtained. 
A tradition of doubtful authenticity asserts that this was 
a favourite resortof Clive. The puluce is now o ruin, anil 
uf the fort hanily a-trace romain. Between the old palace 
und the fort stands the tomb of Nawih Sa3dat-aallah Kin, 
a domed structure about so fect in height and built, wiahout 
much omament, of greenstone, each block being beautifully 
cut and fitted into its place. A monthly allowance is mode 
by Government for the decoration of the tombs and the per- 
formance of religivus ceremonies. Close to the tomb is the 
principal meeque, the Jima Masjid; and within the town ore 
twenty-two other places of Muhommadan worship, all largely 
uttended, besides many other notuble tombe.

Arni.—Town in North Arcot District, Matias, situated in 
2" 40’ Neand 7o° 17 E. [tis the headquarters of a Deputy- 
Collector and other officials ; population (1901), 12,485. The 
most interesting building te the fort, an almost square structure 
which has been dismantled t0 & great extent. Until thirty 
years ao, Ari wis a military station and at one time a very 
large one, ax the lang lines of deserted barmcks testify. These 
buildings are fast falling into disrepair, but portmna are anll 
aed as public offices. Thare are two old European cenwteries 
hear the western walls, An imposing monuntent in the shape 
of a high cohmin stands on une side of the parade greamned ;

old temple somewhat recalling that in the Vellore fort, though

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Arcot District, Mavdras, situnted in 13° ¢° N. and 78°47’ E.,

They 
are of unusual intercst from the size, shape, anid arrangement 
of the slabs_of which they are composed, as well aa from their 
great number, Tt hms been suggested that these kistiaens 
are tombe of the Rorumbas, a tribe who are still very numeroiin 
in this teightmirhood and were once, anconling to tradition, 
a powerful clan. ‘They are mometimes culled Avrambarkudt 
(‘Kurumbas’ hieuses") in “Taenil, 

Chandragiri Town.—Heal-quarters of the éifwk of the 
‘ame name in North Arcot District, Madras, situated in 13° 
35 N. and 79" 10° E., on the right hank ‘of the Swamiamukhi 
river, Population (rgo1), 402+. 

Historically, Chandragini has much interest. To its fort the 
fallen monarchs of the great empire of Vijayanagar lod after 
thelr power had been crushed wt the hatthe of Tita. in 
1565, and here for some years they maintained a pretence of 
their former state, ‘Ihe fort is said to have been. built in 
A.D. 1600 by Immadi Narasimha Vadava Riyahy one af the 
kings who reigned. at Nariyanavatiam ja. the. Karvetnagar 
Vijayanngar kings, Tt full in 2646 into ihe power ef the 
Sultin of Golconda. Inrzs8 it was held by Abdul Watuih 
Kivin, brother of the Nawah of the Camatic. In t782 Haidar 
All compelled the place to surrender, and 4 remained subject 
tu Mysore until the ‘Treaty of Seringapatam in r7Q2: | 

The fort is built on a: huge granite tock mains about 6oo fart 
above the surrounding cowntry, and both from its alte mre 
fortifications must in former times have been impregruable 
hy storm. A large spice upiin the southem side. of the hill 
m enclosed by strong walls, now in ruins, aurrounded! by a ditch 
once fed by a natural spring, but now almcat dry, Within the 
walli stand the remains of the palace wf the RAjis, several 
stall temples, the ruined mud walle of the Muhammudiy 
palace, and seme mimhydcms, The main building is about 
1so feet long It faces eonth, with an imposing wand will 
balanced faeade of three foreys. The skyline ia pleasingly 
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broken by Hindu terminations, resembling the tops. of go¢ucrmme 
or tower, tho largest surmeaunting the darédr hall. This 
apartment Mesures 21 feet square It is surrounded by a 
colonnade, and rises through two storeré in such a way that 
the larger quantity of light comes. through the uppar tier of 
arches, which thus forms a-sort of clerestory, According tw 
local tradition, the orginal document granting to. the East 
India Company the site of Fort St. George was. signed here 
in 1639" The pulice is maintained in good order by the 
Poblic Works department, and is sow weed as a travellers 
bungalow. 

The moder town of Chandrayiri is meatly boil ond Hes 
to the east of the hill.on which stands the fort. The old town 
has almost disappeared and ity site has been converted inte 
fertile fields. The surrounding country ia very productive and 
the scenery charming. Interesting archacological remains 
abound, consisting of deserted temples, great reservoirs, and 
finely curved swavapae or porchies, 

Chittoor Town (‘little town ‘).—Head-quarters of North 
Arcot District, Madras, and of the siéek of the same nue, 
situated in 23° 23° Ni and 79° 6) E., in the valley of the Poini 
river, on the South Indian Railway 18 miles north of Katpadi 
junction, and too miles. by road from Madms. Population 
(#901), 10,893. Teng ggo fect above the sca, during the 
winter months it is pleasantly cool; but in former years it 
suffered from more than one «outbreak of virulert fever, ani 
in Consequence the Neall<quarters of some of the District stalf 
were removed to VeLLoge.

of the hills je malarious at certain seasons, but does not merit 
the utter condemnation generally pecorded it, Spurs from the 
iMuin range extend in a notth-easterly direction as far aa the 
town of Vextor®, gradvally declining in height as they 
approach the Palar, (One detached peak, Kailfsagarh, 2,743 
feet in height, is only 6 miles distant from Velloro, and the 


small bungalow upon ite summit forms a pleasant retreat 


during the hot seasem, “The Javidis wed to be covered with 
fine forest, but this haa been almrest entirely destroyed.. Mach 
chimage was done when the construction of the south-west line 
of the Madras Railway was in progress, enormous quantities 
of timber being wi that time felled for sleepers. Careful 
conservation is now: domg much to remedy the recklcsaness of 
past years. Game is fairly abundant in these hills, Bison, 
sasebiar, spotted deer, leopards, and an occasional tiger are 
found in them, ‘The Javiidis are one of the only two tracts 
in the Presidency where the cultivation of the intoxicanng 
ganja (Cannatis patios) is permitted under licence. A little 
coffce cultivation has been attempted on the South Aroot aide, 
and the produeeis sold in the local marketi: ‘There are relics 
of Hino temples, with some inscriptions, at Kovilantir on the 
way from Patrakad to Komatiyiir, and signs of former occupa 
tion by a civilized nation.

This deserted place is one of the most 
interceting in the District, Though it now contains few 
inhabitants, tradition says that it-wis the capital of 9 powerful 
dynasty which jor many hundreds of yearh hel sway in 
this part of the country. Perhaps: it way a. chief city of the 
Korumbes, who are declared to have been of old a powerful 
clan. It was 16 miles in circumference and full of the 
retrains of temples, reatdinuses, and fine private teadences. 
ts extent may be fudged by the fact that the present villages 
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of Sandavisal, where the fair or sawdat of the old town wha 
held, and Puahpagin, the site of ite flower market, are 4. miles 
apart. ‘The place is trilitionally declared to have been en 
tombed by a shower of dist-and stones which overwhelmed 
the whole of its magnificent building. Jungle now covers 
almoat the whole area. Two extensive but ruined forts stand 
upon the plain, and another upon a peak of the Javadi Hills 
which overlooks. the village. The two principal teeples in 
Padavedo are dedicated, one to 0 goddess called Renukanbal, | 
and the other to Ramaswimi. The former is the more | 
oflebrater!, and is still visinal by large crowds on Fridays-in - 
the month of Adi. 

Palmaner Town,—Head-quarters of the fi/ué of the sume 
nunie in North Arcot District, Madras, situated in ¢ + ty N.

The miinfall is fairly: evenly distributed through the plains, Rainfall, 
except in the two southernmost (iets of Nimakkal and Tirt- 
chetigralii, which get an average of only 30 inches annually as 
compared with the District average of 32. The Shevaroyy are 
quite exceptirnal, receiving nearly dante as much as the rest 
caf the Dhutriect, 

Floods ana lange seals are unknown. In the autumn’ of 
r874 heavy freshea oceurred in the Palas, washing away the 
railway line im several places and sweeping away a portion of 
the town af Viniyambidi, ‘This disaster was repeated on a 
| larger scale in November, 1903, when, owing to the bursting of 
tanks in Mysore, the nvr rose den higher than before and two 
suburbs of the town were completely ruined. 

The District was never an independent political entity. In Mistory 
éarly times the north of it was ruled by the Pullavas, while char 
aduth was included in the Kongu kingdom, Tn the minth com joey 
tury the Chola kings anriexed the whole, and subsequently it 
passed under the Hoysata Baililas, In the fourteenth century 
it was conquered ‘hy the Hindu kings of Vijayanagar, whose 
sway waa acknowledged till the begmning of the seventeenth 
century, when the Thatrict passa! dander the Naik rulers of 
Madura, Fram 1652, parts of it began to fall. under the power 
wf the sing Hindu dynasty of Mysore, till the whole wan 
absorbed by Chikka Deva Raja, the greutest of them, about 
1688-90. In 176i Haidir AU warped the Mysore. throne. 

In 1767 the English reduced portions of the Baramahil and 
carried on, both with and without it, 2 desultory warfare with 
Haidar, m which the lamer had the advantage. By the treaty 
which concluded the war with Huaidar’s son Tipd in 1792 the

Accorilingly, we find that there are 
25,152 wells in “wet” land, a larger number that that in any 
other District in the Presidency except North and South Arcot, 
Wella in ‘dry’ land are abio numerous, numbering 55,878, 
& figure exeeediad only by Coimbatore, and North und Sauth 
Arcot. They are tnost numerous in the ‘Mlaghat and least 90 
in the Dilaghit, The garden land supplied by them is culti- 
vated with great skill, and the crops mised are heavier and 
more valuable than those inigated from channels or tanks, In 
the RAsipur sidie of the Salem Aiud this garden cultivation is 
from west to mast, beginning on the mass of hills bordering the 
Cauvery and thence extonding along the Shevaroys in the 
centre of the District to the Chitteri and Kalrayan Hills, “lhe

Gold, iron, salipetre, mica, 
corndum, rubies, magnesite, and crydalline limestone have 
all been found, Dr, Heyne; an Indian medical wiicer who 
toited throughout the country in the early part of last century, 
refers to some gold-mires at Siddharkovil, a place conjectured 
tobe neu Rayukottai. Gold used to be found also at the fot 
of the Kanjamalai hills, people washing for it in the streania 
after the faite, No guld in workulile quantities is found now.

This covers an ares of 39 acres in the heart of the towei, anid 
i sorrcmided on all fur sles by streets about 60: feet while. 
Ir contains ane of the five qrent Hegems, namely, the ‘sir 
finpom,’ whith ia known olen as the Chidambarm Rahasiam or 
the ‘secret of Chidambaram.”

The history of Cuddalore: dates ay far back as 1682, when 
the Company opened negotiations with the Khan of Ginger 
for permission to settle here. In 2684 a formal lense was 
dilitain) for the present port and the former fortress, of which 
no reitinine now exist. During the next ten years trade im 
creased so mipidly that the Company erected Fort St. David 
for the protection of the place and rebuilt their warchounes. 
On the fall of Madras in 1746, the head-quarters of the 
Presideticy, were. transferred to Fort St. David, where they 
remained tll 2752. 

David, Fort St—A ruined fortress in the Cuddalore Ai/fué 
of South Areot Diutrict situated inion” 45° N. anil 
79° 47° Eon the bank of the Gadilam river near the pomt 
where it falle-into the Bay of Hengal, abour 14 miles cast of 
Ciddalore New Town.

exmmit of this bluff, At the point where the ridge meets 
the hase of the bloff, « nurtow and steep ravine gives a difheult 
means Of aeoess to the top.

across, and made the only means of ingress into the citadel! 
through a marrow atone pate facing the bridge amd abut 
30 yurds from it, which was fortified! on the eide of the citadel 
with Hanking walle fitted! with embtaxires for guns and loop- 
holed for musketry, It has been said with truth that in the 
conditions of warfare then existing this gateway could have 
been held by ten men against ten thousand. 

It is not: known with certainty who construnted the fort, but 
historical accmints am! the matte of the buildings point to 
ihe conclusion that the credit of building: it belongs mainly, 
if not entitely, to the ancient Vijayanugar dynasty. The 
rownedl tower and cavaliers show traces of European super- 
vision, and some of the more modern embrasure; were the 
* work of the French ‘lhe great lines of fortifications which 
cross the valley between the three hills, enclosing an area of 
7 square miles, were evidently built at diferent periods In 
their original form, each cansisted of a wall about 5 feet. thick, 
lait wp of blocks of granite and (led in with rubble: but 
subeneniy a huge earthen rampart, about 26 or jo. fort 
thick, hos been thrown up behind these walla, and. revetted 
coughly on the inside with stone; while at interwals:in this 
rampart ute barracks of quard-rooma. 

Several ruins of fine buildings are situated within the fort. 
Of these the most remurkalle are the two temples, the Kalyana 
Mahal, the gymnasium, the granaries, ancl the Idgah = There 
‘are varius picturesque s@afe~ums, or Luililings supported on 
stene pillars, on each of the hills and a large granary on the 
‘top of Kismagirt. "The most attractive rum of ail, perhaps,

The principal objects of interest in the fort are the great gun 
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on the top of Rajayiri; the Raja'y hathing-stone, a large smooth 
tab of granite, ¢§ feet. square and about a foot thick, which lew 
near the spot where the palace is said to have stood : and the 
prisoners’ well, ‘Thin last ix a singular boulder about 16 or 
2c feet high, poiwed on w tock near the Chakrakulam reservoir, 
and surrounded by a low cirarlur brick wall, It has a oatoral 
hollow posing throwgh it likes well; and the bottai having 
been blocked up with musenry, ana the upper edges smoothed 
with a little masonry work plastered. with lime, 4 matural dey 
well way formed. Into thin privoners are aaid to have beer 
thrown and allowed to die of starvation, ‘The top of the 
boulder can be reached only by means.of a ladder, and the 
hollaw in jt hay now been filled in-with rubbish, ‘The: metal 
of which the gun is made shows little or no rit. Tt has the 
figures 7¢60 stumped on the breech, A little to the south 
of Rajagirt id a fourth bill called Chakkili Drw. The aunmit 
restrongly fortified, but these defences are not connected with 
those of the other hijis. 

Gingee is familiar to the ‘Tamil population throughout 
Southern Indian by means. of a popular ballad-still «ung by 
wandering minstrela, which has for ite subject the story of the 
late of the graves doz, Desiny Raja. According to the ballad; 
this Desing was an independent ruler of Gingee who paid no 
tribute to any power, ‘The emperor Aurmngeeh had remitted 
all jayment as a reward for his skill in manaying a horse that 
no one else could ride. The NawSh of the Camatic was 
Jealous of the Raja's independence, and on his refusing w 
staked ca his territory. In the fight that followed 
Desing. Raji, though wt first apparently successful owing tw 
Hit wife the Ran! committed nf, and the Nawal, out of 
respect for her memory, built and named after her the town 
of Raniper in North Arcot District As mentioned above, 
Gingee wai a stronghold of the Vijayanagar dynasty, which 
was at the height of its prosperity at the beginning of the 
aixtcenth century, and was finally overthrown by the. allied 
Muhanmmadan Sultans of the Decean in rsé5 at the battle af 
Talikota. It was not till 1638, however, that Dandouillah 
of Golvondu, captured the fort. ‘The division of the Bijapar 
army which effected this capture was commanded by Shahj, 


father of the famous Sivajl, In 1677 the fort fell t Sivajt 


by stratagem, and remained in Marithi hands for twenty-teo 
years In 1690 the armies of the Dethi emperor uniler 
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Zalfktr Khiin were dispatched against Gingee, the emperor 
being bent upon the extirpation of the Maritha power, The 
wee was prolonged for eight years, but the fort fell im 169%, 
and afterwards became the headquarters: of the Musalmin 
standing ean SR the province of Arent. In i750 the Frenel 
under M. Busey captured it-by a skilful and daringly executed 
nigh siren we Teli it, with an efficient garrison for eleven 
Captuin Stephen Smith took the place iafier a five 
wash stage in 4780 In 1780 it wad surrendered to Haider 
Al, and it played no part of importance in the subsequent 
campaigns, 

Gingee long enjoyed the reputation of being ome of the 
most unhealthy localities m the Camatic. ‘The French arc 
said by Orme to have lost t,200 Firopean soldiers during 
their eleven pears’ tenancy Of it, There @ no trace, however, 
of any burial ground where these men were titerred. The 
spread of cultivation and attention to sanitary improvements 
seem fo have made the focality more salubrious;, for iu 
character for fevershness is not pow considered remarkable, 
‘The fortress ig entirely deserted.

Gangaikondapuram.—Villige in the Udaipirpilaiyam 
faéek ot Trichinepoly District, Madras, itunted in rs° aa’ N, 
and 79° 28 E., about 6 miles eas of Jeyamkondacholajuram, 
the healldyuarters of the Aifvk, ond 1 mile west of the trunk 
road from Matrasta Kumbakonam. It is now an unimportant 
agricultural village witht a pater ae (1901) of only 2,702, but 
historically and arcly ily it is one of the most interesting 
places in the District, The name as pow spelt moans literally 
the ‘city visited by the Ganges,’ and! is popularty derived from 
awell in the temple which according to tradition is conmected 
by underground ways with the Ganges, ‘The story is that 
Banivurm having been disabled from going to the Ganges for 
his bath, Siva made the river appear iin this well and thus 
enabled the demon to obtain salvation. The mime, however, ia 
quite certuinly a contraction of Gangaikondacholapuram, the 
city founded by Gangaikenda-Chola (* the Chola who conquered 
the country round the Ganges’), this «umamo having heen 
borme by RajendraChola lL.

The ruins of six other goterams are said 
to have once existed, but there is now no trace of them, ‘The 
tiem or shri in the centre of the courtyand strikes the eye 
froma great distance, ‘he pyramidal tower above it reaches 
the great height of 174 feet. Al) the lower part is covered with 
inscriptions. They relate chiefly to grants to the temple made 
ln the reigns of Ko Rija-kesari-varma Uduaiyir, Se Vir 
Rajendm Deva, Kulottungs Chala Deva, Kulayekhara Deva, 
and Vikrama Pindya Deva. One grant was inmade by Sundara 
Pandya in the second year of his reign, and another inscnption 
which is imperfect probably refers to the Vijayanagar dynasty.

leading to Madms, which then ran a few hundred yards to 
the east of the present road, ‘The Europeans anil sepoys were 
placed inside these buildings, while the Marithie and ‘Tanjore 
iroops eneamped outside, A detachment sent by Duplcix 
from Danulichw y under TY Auteui reached Untateiron Apal 14 
anil, In order to intercept this body while on the march, Chve 
advanced from Samayapuram towards Uttattir, on which 
DY Auteuil, who had already started for Trichinopoly, roirmeed 
his steps to the latter village. Clive then fell Lack on his 
former position. Law, who was communding at Srirangam, 
herd! of Clive’s departure but mot of his return, and determined 
to surprise and cut off whatever force might have beer teft 
behind by him. With this object he dispatched a force ot 
80 Europeare (of whom qo were English deserters) and 200 
kepoys: In the skirmish which ensued, and which “4 
graphically described by Orme, Clive had more than one 
narrow escape. The French force arrived near the English 
camp in Samayapuramn about midnight; und the English 
sent by Major Lawrence to reinforce Clive, and with all ther 
fallowing were allowed to enter the camp. ‘They reached 
there, they answered by a volley and entered the building, 
putting to the ewond every person: they met. Clive, who had 
been steeping in a neighbouring rest-house, thought the firing 
wae that of his awn men whe fuel taken some false alarm, and 
fetched z70 of the European troops from the other temple 
On tegairiing the smaller shrine he found a large boxy af 
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seoys firing at random, Still mistaking them for his own 
troops he went among them, ordering hemey ts. Sem 
i some for thir supposed panic even ng 
ae oe of the Frenciy sepoys recognized that be was 
English, and attacked and wounded him in two places with 
his sword and then rman away to the temple. Clive, furiotts 
at this supposed insclence on the part of ane of his own ment, 
parsed him to the gate amd there, to his great wUNp ise, wall 
accosted by six Frenchmen, With characteristic composure 
hie tolithe Frenchmen that he bal come to offer thom term, 
ard that if they did not accept them he would surround then 
with hia while force and give them no quarter, Three of the 
Feenchmen rar into the pagoda wo carry the intelligence, while 
the other three surrendered and followed Clive towards the 
rest-house, whither he oow hastened with the intention of 
attacking the sepoys there, whom he now knew to be enemies; 
fut they hail paste ‘discovered the danger of their ‘situation 
and marched of. Clive then stormed the temple where he 
hed been challenged by the six Fremchoien ; Lut the English 
deserters fought desperately and killed an officer und fifteen 
men of Clive’s force, and the attack was accordingly ordered 
tw ceasc. At daybreak the officer commanding the French, 
seeing the danger of his situation, made.a sally at the bead of 
his men; bot he was received with a heavy fre which billed 
him and. the twelve others who first came out of the gateway: 
Therest ran back inte the temple Clive then advanced into 
the porch of the gate to parley with the enemy and, weak with 
loss of bleod and” tigue, stood with hie hack to the wall of 
the porch leaning forward on the shoulders of two serzeants. 
The officer of tive English deserters conducted himself with 
great insolence, told Clive in abusive language that he would 
shoot him, raised his musket and fired: ‘The ball missed 
Clive, but the two sergeants fell mortally wounded: The 
Frenchmen, who had hitherto defended the temple with the 
English deserters, thought it necessary to disavow an outrage 
which would probably exclude them from any pretensions to 
quarter, and Immediately surrendered, 

[t appears from an inscription in the Jambukeswaram temple 
on Srirangam ialind that. the Bhojeswara temple in Samaya- 
puram was founded by a Hoysala Ballin king; and Kannandr 
is itself identified as the site of Vikramapura, the Hoysaln 
capital in the Chola country in the thirteenth century. The 
name Bhojeswam is considered to be a corryption of the 
original Poysaleswara (ot Hoysaleswara), which owes ite origin 
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to a confusion between the long-forgotten Hoysala king and 
the better-known king Bhoja of the Paramilras in Central India, 
who never had any connexion with this country. In the 
Jambukeswaram inscription king Vira Someswara mentions 
‘Tthe Image of} the Lotd Poysaleswam which we have set up 
the Kannande temple bears an inscription of the Hoysala king 
Vita Ramanitha Deva (son of Someswara) in which the temple 
js-called Poysaleswara, ‘the [swarm [temple] of the Poyaala 
(king|." “There is also « copperplate edict of Vira Someswara 
in the Bangalore Museum which was iseued on March 1, 
ap, 1253, the day of an eclipse of the sun, ‘while [the king| 
was residing in the great capital named Vikramapura, which 
had been built in order to amuse his mind m the Chola 
country, which be had. conquered by the power of his arm.’ 

Sdrangam.—'Town in Trichinopoly District, Madras, 
situated im to" <2’ N. and 78° 42° E., 2 ales north of 
‘Trichinopoly city and almost in the centre of the island formed 
by the bifurcation of the Cauvery into the two branches known

within the other, the outermost wall of the seventh measuring 
toz4 yards by 840.

Ti stands within the fort, rising aheer from the plain te a. height. 
Of 273 feet above the level of the streets at itv foo The

de on-the south side On each side of the gateway are stone 
figures of elephants, and the passage itvelf is lined with pillars 
with carved capitals. “Atthe head of the Grit flight of step 
a street ns completely round the Roek, by the side of which 
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hitwes have been bil, [t is used for religious process 


on the casters side. From the atrevt opens a hall, on the lef 
of which is a small shrine 1 Ganexs, A second series of 
wteps leads out of this ball through an exit amamented sith 
Seal seers & vcr moog sich cabs 
on the Jeft being used twice a year for the recepion of the 
Idot Delonging 40 the main iemple More steps lead to 
a third binding, to the left of which is a small room for the 
temple records and in frint another shrine to Ganesan. ‘The 
ascent now tumy sharply to the left and then to the right, 
termmating on a fourth hinding giving secess to the main 
temple, None bot high-caste Hindus may enter thik, but 
a view of a portion of the antechamber can be obtained 
from the landing. The steps now emerge into the Open wir, 
passing on the left a chamber hewn owt of the rock and 
covered with Sanskrit imicriptions “This chamber was teed os 
a magasine by the Britiih during the siege, and hay recnnily 
rentury. Two short fights lead to o building to which the 
temple deity iv taken once = pear, and to a platform on the 
shoulder of the Rock, whenne the top fs reached bby a final 
serie’ of steps which are cut in the face of the Rock. On the 
top is a third small atrine decicated to Ganesa. ‘Thin in 
surrounded by a gullery from which a fine view of the fort, 
the town, the Cauvery, Srirangam island, and the wiijacent 
country is obtained, Ata corner of this gallery, overlook 
ing the great temple, a narrow door leads on to = mall 
platforms from which a view is obtained of the Aa/asem or 
golden covering over the centm! thine of the temple. 
Beneath can be seen, sculptured in mefief on the surface of the 
Rock, two footprints which Hindus believe 1 hue been made 
by Vibhishana, the brother of Ravana and the ally af 
Rima, The Musalinain, however, claim the footprint os 
those of the saint Nidir Shah Auliya, who took up his 
fesidente on the Kock but waa ejccted ty the god of 
the place, 

At the foot of the Rock, on the northeastern side, is a row 
ef low buildings with semicircular arched roofs, eaid to be old 
bomb-proof barracks, and farther to the east @ portion of the 
former outworks of the fort, the line of the walls being indicated 
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by he open space surrounding the town. A representation 


a the Rock is sculptured on a tablet to Major Lawrence jn 
Westminster Abbey. The deity in. the main temple om the 
Rock 2 called Matrubdtherwars in Sanskrit and. ‘TAyumiinavar 
in Famil, from. his having assumed the guise of a mother to 
attend on a helpless woman in childbed, her mother having 
been detained by floods on the other aide of the Canvery, 
When the floods subsided, the mother came across, and the 
woman and her hosted were much puzzled ax to who her 
double could have been. Siva then appeared in his real form 
and blessed them. This curious legend, and also that of 
Stramuni, are painted panoramically on the inner wall of the 
temple, 


Near the foot of the Rock is the Teppakuylam, a large 
inthe centre. Overlooking it at the wouth-west comer la the 
tmain-guard gate, a substantial piece of masonry, from the top 
of which is the best view of the Rock asawhole. Distinguished 
visitors to the town are entertained by being taken to this point 
to see the Rock and the great tank outlined with thousands of 
limps, un impressive scene. The place was similutty illuminated 
at the two jubilees of the Lite Queen-Empress and on Corons- 
tion Day. 

The Nowah’s Palace, a part of which is pow used as 4 town. 
hall. and part as public offices, ia situuted close to the Rock. 
The portion, osed as the town-hall was formerly the audience 
hall, and is a fine building of plain and massive architecture, 
nades. These lust are perhajs, however, rather too squat 10 
inake an effective hase for the dome. [n front of the NawAb's 
nitty is the Coronation Garden, with the Wenlock Fountain 
within.

‘To the north-west of the Rock js Christ 
Church, founded by the famous missionary Swartz; His house 
it close by, Near the Fort railway station is what js known as 
Chanda Sihib’s tomb, It is in the Nadir Shah mom Le, 


wherein are buried the remains of Nadir Shih Auliya, a suint 


who ts reputed to have come here from Constantinople, and of 
one of his disciples, ¢ lady, The railings round the tomb are 
pierced metal-work of a curious design, The building appears 
the head of @ dimgom having been converted into a lainp post. 
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The entrance hall to the mosque is clearly an okd Hindu 
mantepam leit almost in its original state. Chanda Sahib built 
the dome over the edifice and his remains anc interred clos to 
the building, while the remains of his rival Mubanumad Alt 
anil of ihe cri of his Gamily ate in the veranda aod in 
a room attached thereto.

Of the 
tor! population’ 2,550,783, or or per cont, are Hindos by 
religion; 168,618, or 5 per cent, Musalniine; and ro1837, 
O83 FA Cais Cn ata ee ‘The inst are chiefly Roman Catholics, 
and the Muhammadans are chielly Sunnis by sect. Except in 
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the Madura /a/vA, where there ina very lange urhan population 
and the density it as high as foo persons per square mile, the 
pressure of the population on the soil is nowhere very great. 
The principal vernacular is Tamil, which is spoken by nearly 
So per cent. of the people, but 23 per cent. of them speak 
a corrupt form of ‘Telugu and 4 per cent, Kanurese, while 
Patn(ili and Hindustani are the yernaculars of two considerable 
sections. 

The. District contains a great variety of castes, The mst Their 
numerois are the hind-owning Vellilai (276,000), who are 5200 
commonly known by their title of Pillais. Next come the tou. 
Fallans (220,ce0), who are usually employed in agncultural 
labour, ‘The Kallans (318,000) are responsible for moet of the. 
ctime in the Ditrict. ‘They are divided into ten main exo 
gamous subxlivisions which are terntorial in origin. From time

Dunng the last fivo pears tho 
suceéssthl introduction of the PraivAr Proyect has greatly 
advanced agriculture in the District, Hriefly stated, it comsists 
in damming op the Penyir (‘big fiver), which formerly ran 
trclessly down to the west coast through country which already 
hail a sufficient supply from rainfall, and turing it through the 
Western Ghat by a tunnel down to the eustern side of that 
range, where water for irrigation wos the one thing necesiary 
to the prosperity of the country.

Civil justice is administered by the seven District Munsifs 
of Madura, Dindigul, Periyakulam, Paramagud), Sivaganga, 
Minamadurai, and Tirumangalam (the court of the latter 
being ot Madura city), by two Subordinate Judges (Madura 
Bast and West), and by a District Judge. The village. head- 
men have the usual civil powers in petty cases, In i904 
as many 24 to,400 sults were filed before them. Litigation 
ia more than usually common. 

Thelts, house-brtaking, dacoities, and cattle-lifting are the 
chief criminal offences. The-system of giving Ayepdadi, or 
“clue wages,’ for the recovery of stolen property, pranead of 
reporting the theft to the police, is very general and greatly 
hinders the detection of crime, The meat noted thieves ure 
the Kallans, whe are experts in cattledifting, and will often 
travel forty miles ina night. The cattle they steal are either 
returned to their owners on payment of fuppu-4alt or sold 
actos the border in ‘Tinnevelly and Coimbatore, or even 
minetine conveyed to Ceylon. 

In the sketch already given of the political history of 
Madura, it has been seen that from the sixteenth century the 
nywiern of government was feudal, the podigirs een vy Ea mr 
estates and collecting the revenue in an arbitrary fashion 
Tt bas also been mentioned that tha story. of che peutewse ch 
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Dindignl differed from that of the rest of the District until 
thin latter came into British hands, Dindigal. having been 
acqiired bby conquest from ‘Tipt Sultin im 1790 and. the 
remainder of Madura having been finally ceded to the British 
in +Bo1, “The revere history of Madura proper is con- 
distinct from that of Dindigul, whiie that of both 
dirs agi fom th course of events in the two saenfedaris 
vagang and. ‘Rimndd, which had long been under the 
rule of the Setapatis of chiefs of the latter place. Mr. Mac- 
feod was the first! Collectoe. mppolited’ bo the orovince: of 
Dindigul, ‘The system of administration adopted at firet 
consisted in retaining the lund revenue under the direct 
fanagement of the officers of government. This did not 
sueoeed, and the receipts dwindled to a very low figure. 
Mr. Macleod tendered his resignation in 1794, and soon 
afterwards the province was leased out to renters fora term of 
five years, In 1796 Mr. Hurdis took charge. He concloded 
a survey of the greater part and introduced a a system. of 
scttlement which, though it broke down at fist because the 
anesamenty were too high, proved more satisiactory after 
it had been improved and elaberated. On the acquisition. of 
the reat of Madura ge Sos Mr. Hurdis was made Collector 
of the whole District.so constituted, including Dindigul, For 
the next three years the system of renting Sn re Na 
seems to have prevailed. In thoy—§, however, a setilernent 
founded upon the rmemry-assesstients introduced by Mr, Hurts 
waa made with each individual ryot. In 1807-8 triennial 
leases were granted to the village communities. These were 
failures, and in rSie—1 the system of settling with cach ryot 
was reverted io, In 1814-5 this ryefmmies tenure was formally 
adopted in both Dindigul and Madura proper, amd hae 
continued in force from that date The District was te 
surveyed between 4480 and i8%s5, and settled between 185 
and 1893.

‘The main 
Hructire consists of two parts, an open coutt atl a lofty hall, 
The former measures 244 fect cust anil west by r4e feet north 
and south, and is surrounded on all aides by arcades of very 
great: beauty, The pillars which support the arches are of 
atone, 40 feet. mm height, and are joined by foliated brick arcades 
of jgreat elegance of design. The whole of the ornamentation 
ts worked out in the exquisitely fine stucco called chundm, 
nude from shelldime, which is characteristic of the Presidency, 
On one side of the court stands an apartrient which wos 
formerly the throne-room of the palace. le is an arcades 
covered by a dome 60 feet in diameter and the same 
in height.

The gulf is bounded by Pousr Catmmern and, the coast of 
Tanjore to the northward and westward; by Apam's BRmocr 
am} the tlands at either end of it to the south; and by the 
northern part of Ceylon and the adjacent islands to the cust, 
The Dutch recognized three channels leading between Point 
Calimere and the nonhern end of Ceylon into Palk Bay ; but 
probably only one of these can be considered safe for large 
thipa. "This is the Palk Strait, Shoals, currents, sunkeri rocks, 
coral reel, and sandy spits abound on either side, rendering the 
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monsoon often eweeps down the Strait into Palk Bay with great 
fory, and there is frequently a heavy and confused swell at the 
snithern end near Pampas Istanp.

Pamban Passage or Channel ia partly artificial channel which 
runy between the western extremity of Pimban Island and the 
mainiand of India, connecting Palk Strait and the fhuli of 
Mansair, It has been deepened by the Government in order 
te allow seagoing ships to pace along by this quicker and more 
sheltered route instead of having to go round thie idand of 
Ceylon, G al evidence tends to show that in former 
times the gap wus bridged by a continuous isthinus} and until 
it wah Ucepened the passaye was quite intpracticalile for ships, 
being obstructed by two parallel ridges of rock reaching just 
above high-water mark and about nga yards apart, the space 
between which wat occupied by a confused mass. of rocks 
lying for the most part parallel to the ridges in horizontal 
strata of sandstone formation.

The principal characteristics of the climate of ‘Tinneveily Climate 
are light rainfall and an equable temperture, In the hot 804 tear 
months, from March to June, the thermometer purely rises 
above 95° in the shade; in the coolest months, December 
and Janiiary, it seldom falls below 77°. The mean temperaturn 
of Tinnovelly town is 85°, which bs the highest flgure in the 
Presidency. Thia unenviible position ix, however, attained 
lesa by. the heat of its hot weather than by the absence of 
any really colt season. From June onwards, as long as the 
southwest monsoon lasts, the heat in the tracts lying at the 
foot of the Ghats is sensibly diminished by the winds and 
slight showers which find their way through the various gaps 
and passes in that range. 

The rainfall is greatest near the hills and least on the eastern Rainla!l 
side of the Diktriet. In Tenkisi and Ambisomudram the 
maximum i neatly 6o inches, while the minimum is about 
20: inches, In other parts of the District the fall varies from 
between go and so inches as a maximum to between ro and 
i§.inches as a minimum, ‘The average annual amount received 
in the District as a2 whole is about 2§ inches, which is one 
of the lowest figures in the Presidency, But though its rainfall 
is scanty, Tinnevelly gets the benefit of the (wn mansouns,

one time within TinnevellyDistiet at Kotkat near the mouth 
of the ‘Tambrapami.. ‘Tinmmala Naik, the most famous of 
the Noik dynasty of Madura, built hineelf a small poloce 
at SulvittircrrvR in the north-west corner of the District. ) 
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In 1743, when the Nirimail-mulk, the Sabahdar of the 
‘Decean, expelled the Marathas from mast of Southern India, 
‘Tinnevelly passed under the nominal mile of the Nawihy of 
Ancor. All actual authority, however, lay in the hands of 
a number of independent military chiefs called poligers, 
otiginally feurlal harons appointed by the Naik deputies who 
on the fall of that dynasty had assumed wider powers.) They 
had forts in the hilli and in the dense jungle with which the 
District was covered, maintained about 30,000 brave (though 
undisciplined) troops, and were continually fighting with each 
other or in revolt against the panimount power: {A Hritish expe- 
dition under Major Heron ancl Mabfite Khan in 1755 reduced 
Tinnevelly to some sort of order, and the country was rented 
to the fatter, But he was unable to control the pudipirr, who 
formed themselves into a league for the conquest of Madura 
and advanced aguinat him. They were, however, signally 
defeated at a battle fought 7 miles north of Tinnevelly. Hut 
the utter failure of Mahfitz's government induced the Mactras 
Government to send an expedition under Muhammad Vitel, 
their sepoy commandant, to help him. This man eventually 
became renter of Tinnevelly, but rebelled in 1763 ancl was 
taken and hanged in the following year. Thenceforth the

Saul timber of ood quality, such as teak, ceed (Pterecerpws 
AMarsagiem), &c., fe found on the sides of the hill, Owing 
to their value a alia headwaters of the nvers and 
nit thee n forests are very lightly worked. 

Early in the century the attention of the East India 
Company was attracted to the slopes of the Ghilts aa affording 
suitable sites for the growth of cinnamon, cloves, and other 
tropical products of value, ond accordingly in 1802 a lange 
mitiber of anch planta were put down. “These were manayed 
directly by the Company itself for some time, but were ulti- 
mately parcelled out among private owners. Coffee-planting 
has been tried for several years on the Tenkist and Niingunen 
hills, but has not met with success and the estates are no longer 
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maintined. Oranges, pumplemosses (pomeloce), and mango 
teens grow on the Kottalam hills. An interesting experiment 
is beng carried out in the Srivaikuntom fidié, where an area

Good 
hand«made lace of European patterns is manufactured m some 
of the mission stations. ‘The District hus earned a mame for 
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Alatge proportion of the populatian of Tinnevelly subsist 
by industries connected with the palmyra palm, such as draw- 
ine teddy from the tree, belling this down into jaggery (coarse 
augur), making mats from the leaves or fibre, and so on. The 
palmyra industry din fact the most important in the District, 
and employs a much larger number of persons than the crafts 
connected with cottan, though the actual money vali of the 
cotton: goods turned out may be greater than-that of the pro- 
dice of the palmyra. 

There are a large number of steam cotton<cleaning and 

factories in the District, situated at Tuticorin on the 
count. at Papanisam, and at Sattar, Virndupatti, and Koilpari 
in the centre of the cotton growing area. In tgog the total 
number of these factories was 16, and they employed more 
than 1,000 hands. Salt tinkes the next place. ‘There are ten 
salt factories in Tinnevelly (those at Tuticorin, Arcmuganeti, 
Ktyalpatnam, and Kulasekarapatnam being the most important), 
with an out-tum (in 1903) al about 64.cco tons of salt, which

Tinnevelly Town /[ Tirweioelt),—Chief town of the (dink 
and Thatrict of the kame name, Madras, situuted in 3° 44° N. 
and 77° 41’ E,, on the left bank of the Timbraparnt river, 
446 miles from Madras city by rail. It is the largest town in 
ihe District, but the administrative head-quarters are at Palam- 
cottah, on the opposite bank of the river. 

‘The early history of the place is not of much note. About 
1g60. it was reboilt by Viswaniitha, the founder of the Natk 
dynasty, who also erected many temples init, “The chief shrine 
at present iy a large Linilding dedicated to Siva, which is benuti- 
fully sculptured and contains many inscriptions. Air. Fergusson 
considers (Jadian and Eastere Architecture, p. 366) that, though 
this is among neither the largest nor the most splendid temples 
in Southern India, it hus the rare advantage of having been 
built.on one plan at one time, without subsequent alteralvon 
or change, 

The population of Tinnevelly rove from. 24,768 in 18g to 
40.469 in rgot (of whom 34,664 were Hindus, 4,998 Musal- 
mins, and 807 Christians), and it mnka eighteenth among the

Tiruchendfir—A famous place of pilgrimage on the const 
of the Srivaikuntam taituh, Tinnevelly District, Madras, situated 
in $ 30° N, and 78" 7’ E, 32 miles from Palameottuh, with 
which it is connected by « trot read = Tt containd a wealthy 
and much-frequented temple, built aut into the sea and possess. 
ing a lofty tower which is a landmark for tiles to mariners 
The floating population in Tirechendir is always very large, 
owing to the weekly and monthly festivals at the temple. Qut 
of 26,o5¢ people enumerated here at the Censas of 4901, more 
than a third were pilgrims toa feast which was then proceeding, 
and the town is not hormally as populots. as this figure would 
indicate. ‘Tirschenddr is a favourite resort in the hot season, 
the coo) breeze from the sea moderating the heat «af the plajna 
Arailway line on the metre gauge ti proposed to be constructed 
to the plane from ‘Thmevelly by the District board. 

Tuticorin (7UtMethati),—A town and port in the Ottap- 
padaram fated of Tinnevelly District, Madras, situated in #° 48" 
N, and 73° 9° F443 tiles by rail from Madine city, It is the 
second seaport in the Presidency and the southern terminus of 
the South Taidian Railway. Tt was first (about 140) a Portu- 
guese settlement, was captured by the Dutch about 6<8, and 
taken from the Dutch by the English in 1782: It was restored 
to the Dutch by treaty in 1785, but retaken in rzgs. The 
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Dutch obtained it again is) 1818, but ceded it in 1825 to the 
English, in whom: possession it has remained ever sinde. 


Tuticorin seems to have been a moat important place for- 
merly, and in rpoo the Jesulta spoke of it as having §0,c00 
imbhabitunts. | 

The appearance of the town. and ita neighbourhood iw mit 
attractive, In parts the soil is ao thin that no trees or plants 
will flourish, and elsewhere there fe little but heavy eand, on 
which only palmyra palms and a few bushes grow, The rainfall 
is scanty, the arinual average being only 24 jnchea “The water- 
supply of the town is derived from the Tambraparni, being 
brought frem a reservoir 4 miles distant. The loca] wells areal 
wrackich, An estimate amounting to Rs, 115,000 haw been 
sanctioned for an improved scheme for supplying: the town 
with drinking water, and the work has been taken in band. 

Tuticorin is the head-quarters of the divisional affeer in 
charge of the Srivaikuntam and Ouappiddram fd/vdy, a3 well as 
of an Assistant Superintendent of police and an Assistant 
Comminioner of Salt and Abkiri Revenue. The Additonal 
Sub-Judge's court, hitherta located in Palamecottah, has also 
been removed to the town.

A municipality was constiwted in 1866, The income ane 
exponditure during the ten years ending with 1902-3 4vemged 
Rs 46,700 and Rs, 37,800 respectively.

"ewiereee anneal nibiiath of the Nilgins is about 67 inches, . 
but the distribution varies enormously according aa each place 
is exposet! or not ta the full force of the south weit monsoon, 
All the western parts of the District receive the bulk of their 
rain dering thia current, and on much of the plateau the five 
months from December to April are almost rainies, From 
its proximity to the west coast, the Wynaid gets the heaviest 
fall, the amount registered averaging 161 inches at Devila 
and go inches at Gidalir. Naduvattam, the most westerly 
point of olucrvation on the plateau, receives roa inches and 
Ostacamund 49 inches. Coonoor receives 63 and Kotagini 
63. “This heavy rin frequently washes away portions of the 
roads leading to the plateau, and whén the tack tailway to 
Coonnor was first opened it also suffered considerably. Ex- 
perience jus now renilered it possible to protect the places 
most exposed to handdalipia, 

‘(Of the early history of the District nothing definite is known. 
It seems, however, probable’ that the Nilgiris dared im. the. 
varied fortunes of the neighbouring District of Coimbatore. 
With the latter, it would appear to have become part of the 
dominions of the Naik kings of Manuka during the second 
half of the sixteenth century. In the next century it seems 
to have puitacd under the Hindi kings of Mysore. Haiilar 
Alt (who, during the second half of the eighteenth century, 
usurped the Mysore throne) and his son Tip were apparently 
impressed with its atrateyical importance, for they strongthened 
such forts: agit possessed to prevent raids from the Wynaad 
into Mysore and Coimbatore, wiuch then belonged to them. 
The District fell to the share of the Company on the distribu. 
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Catholic priest, who was sent up in 1602 by the Hishop of 
the Syrian Christians in Malabar onan evangelistic mission, 
Shortly afterwards, another party onder a Jesuit priest named 
Jacame Ferrier went up from Calicut, and the account af 
thelr udventurea contains nat p lite information about the 
Englishman to reach the top of the platexit was Rurhanan, 
who went up in 1800 from Devandyakkankota in the ‘Bhavini 
Valley. In +818 Mesara Kindersley and Whish of the Civil

and thelr account of the pleasant coolness of the citmate first 
attracted attention to the possibilities of the hills as a santtanum 
to replace the Cape and Mauritius, ‘The next year Mr. John 
Sullivan, then Collector of Coimbatore, went up to the platens, 
and from that time forward he did everything in his power 
to render it better appreciated and more arcessihle, In 1827 
Qotacamtnd was formally establishil as the sanitarunm ot 
the Presidency. Mr. Stephen Rombold Lushington, (Governor 
of Madras between 1827 and 1830, had much to-do with the 
opening. up of the place) ‘It will be the glory,’ stil a con: 
extravagant hyperbole, that be introdiced Europe into Asia, 
for such are his improvements in the (Nilgiris.’

Mettupalaiyam, at the foot of the hills in Coimbatore Distric ancl toads. 
to Coanoon, Work on this was started im 18g2; but in Lys. 
the original company went into liquidation, and the assets and 
concession were taken over bya syndicate in London who soon 
raised the capital required for its completion. The line wae 
opened for trafhe with Coonoor in 199, and is.now worked 
by the Madras Railway Company under an agreement with the 
Nilgtri Railway (Company, The line i of metre gauge on 
the Abt system, which is an improved mcek-rail modification 
of the Rigi principle. It is 764 miles long, with a gradient of 
rin 24 for the last $3 miles. The extension of this line to 
Ootacamund (114 miles) is now being completed, arrangements 
being made to render it availably for the new corilite factory 
near Wellington, ‘The terminal station at Ootacamund will be 
in the centre of the town in the Mettucherri Valley.

Up to 1830 the Nilgitia formed part of Coiunbatore District. 
A portion of the plateau was transferred in that year to Mainbar, 
but was retransferred to Coimbatore in ri43, and the Nilgina 
remained a fa/wé of the latter District till 1368, The plateau 
was then constituted a separate District undet a Commissioner 
aod Assistant Commissioner, in whesé hands was placed the 
whole of the judicial work, both civil and criminal, a4 well as 
the revenue administration, In 1873 the Ouchterlony Valley 
was added to the District, and in 1877 the South-cast Wynaad 
waa transferred from Malabar and became the Godaldr fafvAd. 
In 1882 the adiiinistrative machinery was reorganized and 


assimilated to that in other Districts: The Commissioner was. 


replaced: by a Collector, and the Assistant Commussioner 
hecame « Head Assistant Collector. 

‘The Nilgiis comprise only three Aidekr; namely, Ootaca- 
mimd, Coonoor, aril Gadalir. The first and last of hese 
form the change of the Collector, while Coonoor is administered 
by the divisional officer, whose Headquarters, formerly at 
Devila, were in toos transferred to Coonoor. Deputy-fekdt 
déré are in charge of Qotacamund andGidalir,and a MAdi@ar 
of Coonoor. Coonoor has also a stationary sub-magitrate, 
Unlike other Districts, the Nilgitis have no separate Executive 
Engineer, Public works in the Ootacamund and Coonoor 
fdiwds are in charge of the Engineer of Coimlatare, those 
in the Gidalir afvé are incloded in the Malabar Executive 
Engineer's division, while the public buildings in Ootacamund 
town are looked after by the Consulting Architect,

executive order. Others are canimitied for trial to the Sessions 
Court at Coimbatore. The Subordinate Juilge, the Treasury 
Depunty-Collecter, and the divisional officer wre weually first- 
lacs magistrates, 

Crit ja light outside the two municipal towns, Dacomes Com 
and robberies are very rare. Coifee-stealing was formerly 
prevalent in the Wynaad ; but the great decline in the coffee 
industry, coupled with special police measures, has led ‘to the 
practical disappearance of this form of crime. On the ather 
hand, the tumber of offences committed in the larger towns bs 
great, and, judged by the proportion of them to the population, 
the District is as criminal. as any in the Presidency. 

The Nilgiris wore i uded in the settlement of Coimbatore Land 
District (of which they t then formed part) undertaken Iby Teveour ee

conld return to and cultivate in rotation, Another concession 
enjoyed waa the afpta grass or fallow privilege, under which 
4 ryot was permitted to retain a portion of his balding, not 
exceeding one-fifth, as fallow, on payment of only one-fourth 
of the ordinary assessment, A third peculiarity was the sarore 
pilla vert, or grasing privilege, which wlowed extensive arenas 
to be held as greasing land on very low assessment. 

In 1862 the Government determined to abolish the AAues 
system, and to require the ryot to pay assessment for all the 
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land which be wow entitled to cultivate. The fifteen rated of 
assessment were abolished and five simple rates. were substi 
tuted, Ac the same time the Government abolished a peculur 
zystem. in vogue in the Kondaha, onder which the so-called 
Potts issued to the ryot-was no more than a cence to him to 
nee a certain number of ploughs or hoes, and left unstated 
both the extent and the position of the lands to be cultivated, 
These changes were followed in 1863 by the introduction of 
the Waste Land Rules, which not only struck the final blow 
ut the ddwrdi system, but also disposed onee for all of the 
vexed question of the rights of the Todas over lands on 
the hills, 

"The position of the Todas as the earliest occupants of the 
plateadt had during the first half of the century given rise to 
at claim on their behalf to lordship over the hills, Afier much: 
Jizcussion i2 was decided! hp the Out oF Dirctacts ‘ja e843 
that no proprietary right over the soil, such os would interfere 
with the right of Government, ‘could be admitted. ‘This 
dechiton remained in force with certain modifications until the 
Waste Land Rules were introduced in 1863, The principle was 
then enundcated, that all lands are waste in which no nghts of 
Povite proprictonmhip or exchmive occupancy exist, The Todas 
were, however, secure! from interference in the. enjoyment of 
theit #aaa’r, She collections of curious wagon-roofed huts in 
which they reside, and ¢2 acres of land were set apart round 
each sind for the grazing of their cattle. “The amount was 
incroaséd to 34 acres in 1863. “The land thus set apart is mow 
tegurded as the inalienable property of the Toda community. 

“Under the Waste Land Rules of 1363; land was-sold sub- 
ject lo an assessment of Rs. 2 per acre: for forest and K. 1 
per acre for grast land. ‘The assessment on, grass: land wie 
subsequently reduced te 8 annas} and the tiles have heer 
further relaxed by the exemption from assessment, for five 
year after purchase on the plateau and three yeas in Wyniadl, 
of lind on which certain special products are to be mised. 

A detailed survey was begun in 1878, and in 1881 the settle 
nientof the plateau was undertaken, which was campleted int 
1884. The four old mad, or divmions, were artanged into 
thirty-six revere villages, and proper village esmblishments 
were organized. No attempt was made to follow the usual. 
method of settlement based on o classification of soils, ‘The 
assesment was made tinder special miles adapted to the 
peculiar circumstances of the country. “The average mie of 
assessment per acre for the whole District, which included 
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house: sites in Ootarcainund assessed at Ra. to per acre and 
mini land rited at Ra, 5,amounted (o nearly st armas, “The 
rates varied Hinle from thowe fixed at the scttlements of 1799 
and 1869; but the enormous imerease disenvered by the survey 
in the oceupied atea, together with) fresh grants made at the 
stitlement, resulted in raising the revenue demand by Ks. 
35,000, OF To4 per cent. ‘The settlement of the Wynaad wae 
completed separately in 1887, “The tenures in this part of the 
District resemble those in Malabar, the land for the mogt patt 
being the jawamam property of certain hinge owners, who may 
cultivate or kemae it subject to the payment of assessment to 
the Government.

Gidalir.—Head-quarters of the fiw of the same name 
in the ‘Nilgiri District, Madma, situated in 11° 30° Ni ond 
e6° 30 TL, at the foot of the Godallir géit/4, on the road fron 
Ootacamund to Calicut and at the jametion. of the main 
rude from Mysore and Malabar. Population (r9o1), 2,558, 
Gidalor is the head-quarters of the deputy-ér4ider, who is 
also a District Mumsif, and of a sAerishefdr magistrate, who 
is aloo sub-registrar, When the coffee ond gold-mining 
industries were flourishing the place was of connderble 
importance, but with their dectine it has rapidly decayed. 
The weekly market is, however, well attended, most of the 
articles sold being imported from Mysore, and a good deal 
of trafic between Myzore and Ootacamund poset through 
it, ‘The place contains Protestant and Roman Catholic 
churches, a hospital with « European ward, post and police 
offices, and two travellers’ bungalows. 

Kotagiri.— Hill station and planting centre in the Coonoor 
itive of the Nilgiri District, Madras, situated in ri” 26’ N.

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The station repases in an amphitheatre surrounded by four 
great hills, Dodabetta (8,760 feet), the highest point of the 
Nilgirt platents | Snewdon (8,350 feet), Hlk Hill (8,oge fees), 
snd the Club Hill. At the bottom of the valley enclosed by 
these, on the slopes of which are built the yariqus residences 
and offices, was formerly a wide bog through which wandered 
O stream that eventdally left the valley on the west. The 
lower part of this «tream has been turned into a lake, round 
which winds a carriage drive; and the upper part of the bog 
has been filled in-and levelled and converted into the Hobatt 
Park, one of the most beautiful pola and cricket grounds in 
India, round which runs a meecourse with a lap of aumile and 
a quurter. By the side of the Park etinda the chief bamr in 
the siation, and farther west, in the Kandal Vulley, is another 
large collection of native houses. 

‘West of this again are the Wenlock Downs, a wide expanse 
about 16 sqoare miles in area, of undulating springy turf 
diversified with woods ond streams, on which are the golf links, 
and which formy the home country of the Ootacamund Aunt, 
an institution fourded in 1867 to hunt the hardy and fast 
hill- jackal with foxhounds imported from England, Across the 
downs and round the outer edges of the plates: run several 
carriage drives, which wind through beautiful seenery and im 
places command magnificent views of the low country. These 
downs and drives, and the possibilities they afford for outdoor 
exercise, commitate the chief supenornty of Ootacamund over 
the more steep and cramped hill stations on the Himilayas.

Ouchterlony Valley.—A beautiful valley in the Godaldr 
Ain of the Nilgiri Thistrict, Madras, lying between 13° 23’ and 
re go N. atl 76° 24" and 74° 33° E., 49 suare miles in extent, 
and at an average elevation of 3,000 feet above sea-level, below 
the south-western wall of the Nilgiri plateau. It takes its name 
from Colonel J. Ovelterlony, R.E., who made the first survey 
of the Nilgiris in the fourth decade of the last century and 
wrote a valuable memoir upon the District. The yalley is now 
un raion centre of coffee, tet, and cinchana ciltivation, 
though the whole meighbourhood has suffered severely from 
the depression ini the phinting Sodimtiy and few of the many 
Europeans who once resided in it are left. ‘The area under 
cofler is nearly 4,000 acrea, the Guyned estate alone containing 
an tinbroken block of 800 acres in full beating, ‘The popula. 
Lion in 1908 was 5,265. 

Wellington. — Hill station and military cantonment in 
the Coonoor Affut of the Nilgiri District, Madras, situated in 
tr 22° N. and 76° 47° E, about 14 miles from Coonoor and

sem. Population (rgo1), 4,793- It used to be called Jakatala,

pleasant. ‘The annual rainfall during the five years ending 
rgoz averaged 47 inches, ‘The station is planted throughout 
with mumerous omamental trees, which afford shelier and add 
to its beauty, The intersecting valleys, the sides of the hills, 
and the upper plateau possess a tich soil, the remit of sub- 
tropical forest growth, producing luxuriant vegetation, including 
almost all the usual European vegetables and many kinds of 


fruit. 









MALABAR DISTRICT 


Malabar (Maliydlam, or Malayam, ‘the land of hills.) — Name. 
Perhaps the most beautiful, and certainly one of the richest 
and moat fertile, of the Districts of Madras, lying on the west 
coast of the Presidency between 10° 75’ and re" 23° N. and 
73°47 and 76° 61" EL Tes ancient name was Kerala, which 
itchoded also the District of South Kanara ond the Native 
Sates of Cochin and Travancore ; the form Malabar appears to 
be derived from Arabian sources, the termination 4¢r meaning 
* country.’ 

Excluding the Laccanive Istasps, the District has an area Boor: 
of 5,795 square miles, and stretches fora distance of 150 miles pho 
along the Arabian Sea from South Kanara in the north to and hill. 
Cochin State on the south, Car the cont: bs seunentod fine 
Coorg, the Nilgiris, and Coimbatore by the Western Ghats, 
which form a continion spanner barrier from $000 to 
8,coo feet high, at x distance from the coast which varies from 
26 miles inthe north to: 6o in the south, and are interrupted 
only at the Palghat Gap, 16 miles wide, the one break in the 
whole of the range. In two places the limits of the District 
extend beyond the mountain wall: namely, in the Wynaod 
fiiwA, a plateat g,co0 feet above sealevel, which really forms 
part of the great Mysere table-land ; and in the Arrarab! and 
Silent Valleys, which Ue behind the irregular ridge stretching 
from the Kunnatts to the northern pillar of the Palghat Gap, 

The most conspicuous peak in the Malabar hills is the Camel's 
Hump or Vérai mala, 7,600 feet high, which heads  magnifi- 
cent buttress thrown out to the south west below the Tamaray 


‘This spur cotrtitutes the right flank of the Nrrawnde | Valley, 
while the left iy formed Ly the Kundahs, which rise to over 
Beco feet in the Nilgiti Hilla and Makurti peaks on the 





Nilgiri boundary. 

The Ghats aro thickly wooded in most parts, and contain 
mountain scenery of unrivalled beauty, many of the peaks 
being precipitous and inaccessible. The country below presents 
the general appearatce of a sea. of forest-covered hills Long 
wooded spurs with deep ravines run down from the main range, 
and are succeeded by gentler slopes, covered with low jungle, 
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and by bare downs with gradually widenitg valleys of luxtiriant 
cultivation. Nearer the coast the laterite downs shelve sud- 
denly inte rice plains and lagoons fringed with coco-nut palms, 
Along the coast is a level atrip seldom more than 2 or 4 miles 
wide. Tt was thus described by Tbn Batdta av carly as the 
fourteenth century : ‘The whole of the way by land [down the 
coast] lies under the shade of trees, and in all the space of two 
months’ journey there is not one span free from cultivation ; 
everyiody has his garden, ahd his house is planted in the 
middle of it,’ 

With the exception of three tributaries of the Cauvery—the 
Bitavani, which rises in the Attapadi Valley and flows through 


Coimbatore, the Kabhani and the Rampur, which nse in the 


Malabar flow westward from the Ghita to the sea, where: they 
are backed wp by littoral corrents and discharge into.a line of 
backwaters and lagoons parallel to the coast. Most of the 
rivers ore navigable by small boats for some miles beyond 
tidal influence, and many of the Ingoons are connected by 
small canals; there is thus an extensive system of inland water- 
ways of great commercial importance. The longest of the rivers 
the Ponnani, but the most important are the Bevroer and 
the VALARPATTANAM ; all three are connected with extensive 
ystems of backwaters. 

The seaboard is entirely open except in the extreme north 
at Mount Delly, @ massive laterite ieland hill, celebrated as the

first point of India sighted by the Portuguese ahips, South of 


shallow bays, alternate with long stretches of zand; beyond 


Galiewt it one uobroken stretch of sand. The sea liottom 


shelves very gradually, and there ia no deep water within 
three miles of the shore. ‘Thereafter it: plunges suddenly 
down to 1,000 fithoms am! more. Small craft find shelter in 
the mouths of the bigger rivers; while at Catrcor, Qumawmi, 
and Cocutm shifting mudbanks afford a calm roadstead in 
all weathers. 

The greater part of the low country is covered with laterite, 
but the underlying rock consista of fine-grained gneisses, 
Guartrose, garnetifercus, and quartzofelepathic. ‘The laterite 
is of two kinds: namely, vesicular, derived from the decom- 
Praition of the gneiss im sie: ond pellety, a detrital rock 
formed of the. débris of the vesicular variety. The Wynaad 
plates is composed. chiefly of rocks of the chamockite series 
with biotite gneiss and biotite gramite, in the former of which 
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auriferous reefs occur, Veing of pegmatite, carrying ruby mica 
of fair size and quality, are found in the south of it. 

Owing to the perennial humidity of the climate, the flora of Botany. | 
the District is very luxnnant It is similar in its general 
character to that of Ceylon, but varies with the many changes 
in altitude and moisture which occur, Paling, bantboos, the 
jack-tree, and the pepper-vine are among the more characteristic 
plants of the lower levels, Higher up are heavy evergrecn 
forests full of large timber; and tree-ferns, orchids, and mosses 
‘ate plentiful, The Aortur Ma/adariews of Van Rheede, a 
Dutch governor of this part of the country, im the eartiest 
treatise an the flora of Southern India and describes as many 
as 794 different plants. 

The fama of Malabar ts extremely varied,. Throughout the Fama 
Ghitsand the Wynaad are found the usual large game common 
to the South Indian hills, such as tiger, bear, leopard, bison, 
fiewéar, ond hog. Elephants abound, especially in the 
Wynaad and Nilambdr forests, where large numbers are caught 
in pits by the Forest department, Spotted dicer are confined

Hem. my ut dpocrins) to the Pailghit Hill and the Kundabs, 
Crocodile: and otters abound in ihe backwaters, and a very

The climate, though excesively damp, is on the whole Climate 
healthy ; but the Wynaad and lower slopes of the Ghats, with xed 
the country immediately at the foot of the hills, are malarious, | 
expecially from February to June. The temperature of the 
low country varies little the whole year round, seldom rising ag 
high as 90° or falling below 70° ; there tsa constant sea-breeze 
during the day in the hottest weather, ‘The mean temperature 
for the year at Calicut is below 81°. 

The rainfall is heavy and unfailing throughout the District, fulafall, 
amu! the seusons are regular, ‘Thunderstorms begin among tho 
hills in April In May the south-west monsoon sets in, ond 
banks up the clouds against the Ghats. The rams break early 
in June and continve to the end of September, when the south- 
west monsoon dics away, Threefourths of the total fall is 
received during these four months. In October the north-cust 
monsoon sets in, the ming slacken, and by December the «ry 
season is established. The rainfall is lightest in Palghat, 

where the gap in the Western Ghats prevents the accumulation 
of so much moisture as cleewhoro, and heaviest among the 
high hills in the south of the Wynand. ‘The annual fall for 
the whale Distnct averages 116 inches. 
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Famine, therefore, is practically unknown; while, since the 
rapid rivers have cut deep beds for themuelves, floods are rare. 
Nor ia there any record of serious natural calamities of other 
kinds, such as cyclones or earthquakes, except the storm wave 
of 1847, which did much damage on the Laccapive Isnarne 
and a litthe on the mainland. ; 

The early history of Malabar is inseparable from that of the 
adjoining State of Travancore. Identical in people, language, 
laws, customs, and climate, the whole of ancient Kemla is 
homegencous in every respect, except in the accident of 
a divided political administration, ‘Te trace. the sticcessive 
waves, whether of invasion or of peareful colonization, which 
ie How represented by the Chenmnar j and Tiyens, Nayars 
and Nambddris, overlying one another in social btrata, or to 





Tt is probable thar the later flood af immigration which 
gave to Kerala or Crrena its Nayars and Nambidris was part 
ofa-general movement southward, which in prehistoric times 
brought the best of its people and ite Brahmanism ta Southern 
India. Ibis also likely that the physical formation of Kerala 
Waa due to some natural process, gradual or convulsive, which 
fave rise to the local legend of its having been the gift of the 
cern. In very ancient times a traffic sprang up between the 
Mediterranean cities and the roadsteads of Malabar. ‘The 
Phoenicians came by way of the Persian Gulf and afterwards 
by the Red Sea. Possihly the Jews made the same voyage in 
the reigns of David and Solomen, ‘Uhe Syrians under the 


Persia, the Italians, more especially: the Repuli ics of Venice, 
Florence, and Genoa, have each in turn maintained a direct 
trade with the western ports af the Madras Presidency, Tn the 
early political history of Malabar the first figure that emerges 
from the mist of tradition ia Chetamdn Perumal, the last of the 
sovercigna of Cher. He is represented as voluntarily resigning 
his throne, subdividing his kingdom, and retiring 10 Mecea to 
adopt Isiim. ‘The date of Cheramfin has been the subject of 
much discussion; but recently information has been received 
that his tomb still exists at Sabhaion the Arabian coast, and 
the dates on it were said to indicate that he reached that place 
it AM. 202 (A.0y).827) and died there in asm 216 (acm. 832). 
His departure from Malnbar may possibly have taken place on 
Augunt 25, 825, which is the first day of the Kollam era still in 
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itet onthe. coast. The epoch popularly assigned to him: is 
the middle of the fourth century. Jt is probable that, if the 
resignation and partition actually occurred, they wete forced 
on the ruler by the growing power and turbulence of his 
feudatory chief and by the encroachments of the Western 
Chalukya dynasty.

Vasco da Gama visited Malabar in 149%, and his sticcessors 
speedily estahlished themselves ut Cocmiy, Cauicvt, and 
Cannawore. In 1636 the Duteh appeared in the Tndian seas 
To. compete with the Portuguese for the trade of the country, 
They first conquered Cannanore;-and in. 1663 captured the 
town and fort of Cochm, a well as Tancasseni, from. their 
rival, In tpe7 they sectired the cession of the inland of 
Cuerwat from the Zamorin, But inthe next half-century. their 
power began to wane: Cannanore was sold to the Canmore 
family, represented ‘at that time by Alt Raji, in a77r ; Chetwal 
was conquered by Haider int 1776, and Cochin éapturdd by the 
Engitsh int79§. The French first settied at Calicut in 1698. 
In 1726 they obtained a footing in Mag, and in 1753 acquired 
Mount Belly and a few outposts in the north, all of which 
fell into the handy of the Enylish'in r76a, “Their frequent ware 
with the English ended in the destruction of their commerce 
m the East, Mahé having been thrice taken and thrice restored. 
The English bad established themselves in 1664 ar Calicut, in 
1633 at Teticweray, and in 1684 at Anjexco, Chetwai, ard 
other commercial factories: Tellicherry became their chief 
éntrepot for the pepper trade; and so rapid was the extension 
of ther power apd influence that in 1737 the English factors

west coast, founded traditionally either by St. Thomas or by 
missionaries from Babylonia in the fourth century, appears to 
have been more or less independent til) the sixteenth century, 
though acknowledging generally the supremacy of the Nestorian 
Patriarch of Babylon.. After a long struggle against the influ. 
ence of Francis Xavier and vanous Jesuit args ale 
missionaries, culminating in the famaus #1 of Thamper (Uo- 

AYAMPEROR) in t599, the Church passed under the domination 
of the Pope; but with the rise of the [hutch power the greater 
portion of the original Native Church threw off ite allegiance 
to Ratne in 1653 and attached itself to the Jacobite Patriarch 
of Antioch. ‘The Carmelite missionaries, who first came to the 
country in 1656, gradually won back a large number of the 
native Christians to Rome ; and the remaining section, falling 
under the influence of the Church Missionary Society tn the 
beginning of cin nineteenth century, have finally split op inte 
two bodies, The indigenous Church, therefore, ia now repre 
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sented by three bodies: namely, the Romo-Syrians, who 
acknowledge the Pope and are Roman Catholics, though they 


have their own Syrian rite; the Jacobite Synans, who follow 


the Patriarch of Antioch; and the reformed Syrians qr St 
Thomas Christiana, who appoint their own bishops, and whose 
doctrines approximate to those of the Anglican Church, 

The present Roman Catholic missionaries are Carnielite 
Fathers and Jesuits. The only Protestant mission is the Basel 
German Lutheran Mission, established in 1330. It has churches 
and schools in all the Ai/wAy except Ermfid and Cochin, and

> vailing soil is a red ferruginous loam, but on the slopes of the 


Ghits there tm a ich layer of black mould formed of decayed 
vegetable matter. On the hills and plateaux of the low country 
the soil varies from rich loam to tmenitivable laterite, the former 
being ‘most prevalent in the Ernad, Walavanad, and Palghat 
(Ane, where thete is extensive ‘dry  (unirrigated) cultivation, 
The best rice crops of the District are grown in the deeper 
inland valleys, where a tenacious soil is entiched by the surface 
earth washed down from the hills. The shallower valleys con- 
tain a light joam, which becomes sandy aa they brawden dut 
near the coast, or clayey where they meet the bigger rivers and 
backwaters.

For general administrative purposes the District is grouped 
Covenanted Civilians. They are'the Palghat subdivision, com- 
prising the Palghar and Ponnini Aidebr> the Malappuram 
subdivision, comprising Emad and Walavandd; and the 
Telleherry subdivision, consisting of the Chirakkal, Kottayam, 
and Kurumbrarntid Ai/vé:.

Grave crime is now comparatively rare ; but since 1856 the 
poblic peace has heen periodically disturbed by outbreaks 
among the Mappillas, Starting with the ourder of a Hindu 
landlord, the looting cif a house, or the defiling of a Hindu 
temple, a small bedy of these men will run riot over the 





country, gathering adherents as they go, until finally brought to 
bay, when they mvanably sell their lives as dearly as possible. 


has proved that native troops cannot be relied on 


to deal with these outbreaks; and wince 1851 a detachment of 


British infantry has been stationed at Malappuram, the most 
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convenient centre of the menaced tract, and in. the same yeutr 
a special police force was organiced for their suppression. In 
1852 the Tangal (high-priest) of Tixntthancant, who was: sus 
pected of fomenting the disturbances, was banished by Mr. 
Conolly, the District Magistrate; and in the following year 
o special Act was passed providing for the treatment of Map- 
pilld fanatics, and for the fining of the villages fy which outhreaks 
should occur, ‘Two years later Mr, Conolly was murdered in 
his veranda by a body of fanatics who had escaped from the 
Calicut jail. The Mappilla Act was then for the first time pot 
into force. The most serious outbreaks in recent years have 
been in 1873 at Kolattar; im 1885 at Tikkalar in the Ernad 
fa/wk, when twelve fanatics took up a strong position ina Find 
temple from which they were only dislodged by the use of 
dynamite ; in 1894 at Manndrakkal, when the gang numbered 
thirty-five and had to be adiriven from their position by a 
/howiteer ; and in 1896, when nearly a hundred men were shot 
down in the Mayen: temple. 

Inquiries show that though agrarian grievances, such as 
eviction by Hindu landlords, or the refusal of a landowner to 
grant a site (ora mosque, have been the incentives to many of 
these outhtrsts, yet in all the big outbreaks it has been im- 
possible to impute any definite motive to the majority of those 
who joined the gang, “The one constant clement is a desperate 
fanaticism : surrender is unknown ; the martyrs are consecrated 
before they go out and hymned after death. Other noticeable 
features are that the gang mainly consist of men, or boys, of 
the lowest class; while with few exceptions the outbreaks have 
originated withia a radius of 15 miles round Fandaliir, a hill 
tn, Ernfid which was the home of one of the chief Mappills 
robbers who disturbed the early years of British supremacy, 
It lies amid large tracts of uncleared jungle, which have long: 
attrected the unsuccessful MAppillas, who are crowded out of 
thelr villages In the west, and who retain for the most pert 
ignorant and destitute and ready on slight provocation to jer 
ther wmoutdering finatician kindbe 

Special efforts have heen made for many years to encourage 
education and to open up the country in the fanatical seme ; hut 
the natural characteristics of the District. and its inhabitants 
make progress it: either of these directions necesarily slow. 
Recently two regiments of Mappillas have been recruited for 
the Indian Army. 

In Malabar, unlike other Districts of Southern Initia, the 'eo4 


Hindu rulers appear to bave levied no regular land revenue, bistory. 
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hut tu bave contented themaclves with custome and talls and 
with the occmsional levy of special contributions, The Nikyars 
Quickly attained procininence among the various Immigrant 
tribes, and organized the country ona military hase, dividing 
t into wads, cach under its Nayar chief, whe in retom for 
Military service granted his vassals fiefs held free of land 
revere art carrying with them various administrative and 
other privileges. The chiefs themselves retained domains fur 
their own support. ‘This organization waa probably not. dis 
turbed by the Brihiman immigration, though (he Eeihiemns in 
Malihar, a4 elsewhere, attained great influbnee and received 
lirge grants of land for their own support and the maintenance 
of thetr temples; and the feudal system seemy to have con: 
tinued both when the sdar were combined into a kingyom, 
and when, on the abdication of the last of the Perumals, the 
coniity wat again split ny into mad).

Of sea-birds the commonest are turnstones, éand- 
pipers, and many varieties of tem, but mo gulls, Insects are 
fow, but the mosqmite abounds in Minicoy, and most of the 
inhabitants we mosquito curtains.

Delly, Mount.— A prominent headland, 855 feet in height, 
on the coast of the Chirakkal tiiwk of Malabar District, 
Madras, situated in 12° 2° No and 75° at’ E. The correct 
tame is Mount Eli (the Monte.d'Ely of the Portuguese), 
fram the ancient Malabar State of Ely or Heli, belonging to the 
Koelattir} Raji, one of whise seats is near the northern slopes 
of the hill, ‘The headland was = well-known lurdaark for 
mariners from the eurliest times, and wae the first Indian land 
sighted by Vasco da Gama On the top is a small mos<qve, 
which is visited on certain holy days by large niimbers of 
Mippillas. Creeks on either side made it almost an inland; 
and its natural strength Jed to the construction of a fort, which 
was beld in turn by Portuguese, Dutch, French, and English 
troops, «Within sight of the hill more than one naval action 
fmt been fought. The bay to the south was formerly a regular 
resort of the pirates who infested these shores, A project to. 
construct a harbour here was once set.on foot, but was abat 
doned on accraint of the great expense involved. 

Enamfikkal Lake.—.A shallow lake in the Ponnini fibtiek 
of Malabar District, Madras, lying between oo” 26" and 
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ro" 36° N. and 76° 2" and 76° 24 E. It covers about 25 
squnre miles, the major portion of which lies within the limits 
of Native Cochin, and ia remarkable for the peculiar rice 
cultivation carried on in its bed. On the western nuje the lake 
ip protected by a masonry dam from tidal influentes. As soon 
as the dry-weather has set in, artificial dams of bamboo and 
mud are raised to a height of 4 or 5 feet all over the lake, and 
the water is baled out of each partition by means of Persian 
wheels and steam pumps into channel, which form waterways 
high above the cultivation on cither side. The-sot of the 
lake 19 a very fine silt, and excellent rice. crops are raised. 

Ferokh.—Village in the Ermid Ajavé of Malabar District, 
Madras, situated in tr” tz N, and 75" 49 E., seven miles 
from Calleut, with a station on the Macras Railway: Popusla- 
tion (tqo8), 3,500. It has an important weekly market and a 
tile factory, The chief trade is in timber, dried fish, and coco 
nuts, In 1788 Tipo Sulian of Mysore made a determined but 
ineliectual attempt to raise the town (to the position of a rival 
to Calicut, 

Guruvayir.—Villago in the Porniini #ift of Malabar 
District, Madras, situated in ro” 35° N.and 76° 4° BE. near 
Cheeeghit. Population (rgor) 3.393. It be mnomble for a 
large Hindu temple dedicated to Krishna, an inscription on 
the western goperam (tower) of which shows thar it was built 
in Ao. t7q7. The wall of the shrme ia elaborately painted 
with scenes from the Bhigavatam.

road, Population (1601), 9216. It ia notable as the centre 
for many years of the Mapnpilla fanatical outbreaks, A detach- 
nen, of European troops has been stationed here since 1874, 
and a special police force smce 1385. The chief buildings are 


the churches (Protestant and Roman Catholic), the divisional 


officer and magistrate’s court, the barracks, and the office of 
the Assistint Superintendent of police. A weekly market is 
held here. 

Manantoddy.— Village in the Wynaad fafué of Malabar

Minicoy.—aAn island attached to the District of Malabar in 
the Matias Presidency, lying in the Arabian Sea im &* 28° N 
and 73° E. The lighthouse on the southern end was finished 
in £885. Politically Minicoy appertains to the Laccamye 
grocp, but ethnologically and geographically it belongy to the 
Maldive Tulanda. It is 6 miles long by half a mile in breadth, 
and containg an area of about 19 square thiles. Population 
(r90r), 3.007. The physical characteristice of Minicoy are 
similar to those of the otler Laccadive islands; but it contains 
no “ffiem, or gurden cultivation, and the coconut trees are 
smaller, and there is more jungle interspersed among the 
plintattions, 

The people are probably of Singhalese extraction ; they are 
darker and ‘smaller than the other islanders; their language is 
Mabi, and they have a dvodecima)l numerical system. Though 
Muhoammadane they are strictly monogamous, and the women 
tike the lead in everything except navigation, A girl's consent 
has to be obtained before marriage, and she brings no dowry, 
but receives presents from the bridegroom.

land is capable of culture,’ it has also been said, ‘there is no 
denser population. Where it ia occupied by jungle, or back- 
water, of lagoon, there is no more fairy landscape.” 

The mountainous character of ‘Travancore is due to the 
Western Ghats, which flank it on the eastern side, and reach 
their highest elevation in: the nenth-cnst of ANAmUDI PEAK, 
8,837 feet above the sea, the numerous brights patna round 
this part being often termed the High Range South of this 
group are the Caroanom Hints and Piemen, Wes the land 
spreads out ina pluteay of considerable width with hills running 
up to about §,000 feet. For the rest of ite length the range 
SSP SEC 5 Meee th em tbe tenant tselee da 
isolated peaks, of which Agastyamala and the Mabendr 
are the most important. From the cia tinge atthe Ghats 
rocky spars ron out towards the west, in some cases to within 
a short distance of the sea, From Quilon southwards these 
secomilary ranges soften dawn into undulating slopes, inter- 
sected by glens and valleys, which grow wider as the elevation 
of the hills decreases, and are very productive: 

Owing to the mountainous character of so large a portion of 
the country, its rivers-and streams are yery numerous, ‘They 
have generally a very winding course, and they empty thent- 
selves either into the backwaters referred to below or directly 
into the sex. A dogm principal nvers. with their trilputaries 
and ramifications intersect the country in all directions. The 
largest. of them is the Periydr (‘big tiver'}, which is 142 miles 
in longth. ‘This rises in. the Sivagiri forests, Go miles south of 
Deévikolum on the High Range, ut an elevation of over 4,000 
fest. From here it rune north, but inclining towards the west, 
until it reaches a point close under that range, Thence 4 tums 
to the west and plunges down between immense clifft of rock, 
ard after a long north-westerly course reaches Alwaye, where 
it divides into two branches, that to the north falling into the 
at Pallipuraim and the other to the south emptying Htaelf 
into the backwaters west of Erifikulam, The upper waters of 
this great river have been utilized by the Pearvak Prosucr for 
irrigation in the Mactura District of Madras. 

An interesting chain of lakes or backwaters extends along 
the coast from the northernmost frontier to ‘Trivandrum, 
These are either expansions of the rivers at their mouths, of 
extensive sheets of water receiving the accumulated flow of 
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bya bar of sand from > miley to about half a mile in: width, 
but the rivers have several outlets by which they disgorge 
themselves into the sea. "The floodtides also flow over the 
bars into them and couse then to Hse about 2 feet These 
backwaters, of which there are more thin a dagen, their total 
ates Aggregating 157% square miles; are connected together hy 
navigable canals, the whole forming a water communication 
of Kayankulam and the Vembardad. The latter is 32 emles long 
and g miles broail, civering an area of 79 eynare miles, -A few 
fresh-water lakes exist in the State, the two largest: being at 
Vellini near Trivandrum and Saathankotte near Cisilor. 

Only the southern and western parts of the State have been Geology, 
geologically surveyerl, The Ghats conxist of oli crystalline 
tocks, which are splerulidly displayed in the south, The lowest 
sedimentary rock is 4 prey fossiliferous limestone found ronnil 
about Quilon, which is the only ane of the kind yet known in 
the Presidency. From the fossils it contains, it appears to be 
of eocene age. Resting upon it ia a deties of variegate ands 
Quilon. There they form & line of cliffs on the seu face 
extending along the coust for a distance of s9 miles. Petro- 
logically, they resemble the Cuddalore sandstones, and thelr

com. A phenomenon which has given rite to no small dis 
cussion id the remarkable mud-bank Jying in the sea 6 miles 
south of Atterrey. This is about 4 miles Jong by 14 wide, 
and is affected by tidal action. Ir operates in m remarkable 
way to prevent. the formution of waves: the soft aly mud 
mingles with the séa water when the heavy ocean waves touch 
the bank, and so smothers their cteata that the water insicle the 
bank is quite smooth and forms an admirable anchorage. ‘The 
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supply of mud im supposed to be renewed by being forced out 
below the banks by the weight of the water in the flooded 
backwaters and streams of the mainland. Another curious 
point about this anchorage i+ that the amount of fresh water 
brought dewn by the streams and falling in the heavy raina of 
this casst is so great thar it lies on the surface of the heavier 
sea water to a consitemble depth, und sailors con obtain 
drinking water by letting down a bucket from the side of their 
ship into the sea around them, 

The great differences which occur in the altitude of the 
State have naturally remited: in a large variation in its fiom. 
Generally speaking, the majority of its plants are those which 
love a.warm and eweedingly damp chmaw.

Of the early history of the State but little is known: ‘Tradition History. 
says that it formed part of the ancient kingdom of Kerala, and 
that in the early centuries of the Christian era the whole of 
the west coast was-nuled by a succession of chiefe who each 
held office far twelve years, About the first half of the ninth 
century A.o., Cheramin Perumiil, the lust of these, is said to 
have divided his country among hia relations, one of whom 
received the southem: portion or ‘Travancore, and then to have 
fone on a pilgnmage to Mecca. It seems fairly certain thot 
during the latter half of the eleventh century the State: was 
conquered by the Cross, but abouta century later the local 
kings recovered their lost possewions During the middle of 
the thirteenth century the south-castern portion of the State 
was invaded by the Parovas of Madurm, who ha! then 
reaaserted their independence of the waning Cholas. By the 
beginning of the next century, however, the local kings once 
more regained power, Achyuta Kiya, the Hindu king of 
Vijayanagar, and Saddsiva, his successor, invaded the State 
i 8534 atl 15.44. “Aer the battle of ’ Tallieoee, (Biasé,) 4a 
which this dynasty was crashed by the united Mulsainiesilan 
of the Deccan, the Site appears to have become feudatory | 
the Naik kings of Madura. At this time it peemn to have been 
a congeries of petty chieiships each of which claimed pre- 
eminence over the rest. In the first half of the eighteenth 
century, bowever, moat of them. were sulylued by Martanda 
Varma who way justly be called the maker of modem ‘Travan- 
cote.

A branch line of railway on the metre gauge mes opened i Railways

Railway, io Ernakulam, the capital of the State. The line, which 
ie 65 imiles long and cost nearly zo lakhs af rupers, is owned 
by the State, but ts worked by the Madras Railway Company. 

The total length of metalled roads under maintenance is 
391 miles, and-of onmetalled roads 96 miles, All the towns 
and important villages in the State, except those on the sea- 
baand, are connected by good reals, which also met all 
the metalled roads in Malabar and ‘Travancore that toch the 
Cochin. frontier.

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Pudukkottai State.——The “thind niost unportant of 
fon walle acaba uorcaletoekelia a vier fee otek ct 
Madras. Tt ties on the eastern side of the Presidency between sapects 
ro” 7’ and to°g4’ N. and 78°25" and 7g" ra" E., and is bounded 
en the north and west by Trichinopoly District, the Collector 
of which is em jficio Politieal Ayont for the State, otr the 
south by Madura, and on the cast by Tanjore. It comprises 
an area of 1,100 srjuare miles and measures so miles from: east 
to west and go milea from north to south, and is called after 
ite chief town, the name. meanmg ‘new fort.’ The State war 
formerly known as the Vondimin’s ecuntry, from the family 
name of the ruling chief. 

It resembles in ite general physical aspects the ppland parte 
of the east coast of the Presidency, and consists for the most 
part of on undulating plain of barren or sparsely-cuitivated 
land interspersed with small but picturesque rocky hilts, sce 
af which are crowned by ancrent forts and temples. ‘These 
hills are most numerous in the south-west portion, where the 
country is extremely wild and togged, and here also are the 
thickest forests In these are found antelope, apotted deer, 
wild hog, and some wild cattle, which appear to have originally 
been village cattle of the ordinary type but are now larger and 
stronger thun the wink! plough bullocks Four small rivers 
drain the country from west to east. 

The climate resembles that of the surrounding Districts 
and is fairly healthy, Temperatures have not been. 
recorded, but Pudukkottai i# probably cooler. than ‘Tnehinapaly 
in the hot scason, and it ig more open ani) nearer the sea. 
Malana is mate. Guinea-worm awed to he very common, but 
ia now less prevalent, “The annual rainfall averages 35 inches. 

During the last quarter of 4 century there have Leen three 
cyclones, which Gocurred in 1884, 1Boo, and 1893, all during 
the north-cast memagen: In the fret two the rainfall amounted 
to about 7) inches, and in the last it was from 12 to 27 inched 
in differcrit parts of the State, but no-sernous damage occurred. 

In early times the northern part of the present Pudukkottaj 
State belonged to the: Canora kings, whose capital was at 
Umiytr near Trichmopoly, and the southern part to the 
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PANovA kings of Manyna. About the middie of the axteenth 
ante Madura passed to the Naik dynasty, and its kings 
acquired the whole of the territory which makes up the presert 
Sate ruling it through a pointe or feudatory chief; In the 
seventeenth centaty the country came inte the possession of 
the Setupati of RAwwAn, thohad been w vassal of the Naiks 
but had thrown off tis allegiance. Tt was temporarily 
recovered about 1644 by Chokkanitha, the Naik- ruler of 
Trichinupoly, but soon afterwards came again into the posses 
sion of Ririnid ; and about 1682 the Setupati, Raghunatha 
Kilavan, appointed Rayhunitha Tondimin as chief of the 
district. of Pudukkottay This latter is enid to have been the 
brother of a girl of the Kallan caste whom the Ramnid chief 
had marmied, From him the present ajay trace their descent.

‘The 
Madras Government, after a very complinientary review of 18 
services, complied with his request; and the grant was core 
firmed in y8o6 by the Court of Directors, subject to the 
condition that the chetrict should not be alienated, and that it 
shicold revert to the Brith Government upon satifartory 
proof that the inhabitants were subjected to any oppressive 
system. of management.

No systematic examination of the anthacdlagical remains in Archseo 
the State has been made. Near Nartimulal, ina cluster of low luy- 
rocky hilly q miles north-west of Pudukkotti town and to the 
cuttings consisting of caves with pillar supports to the roof 
and carvings, which am probably of Jain origm. The most 
interesting antiquities so far discovered consist of coins 
Roman evra hove been found, and also some curious native 
capper coins which are believed to be about « hundred years 
old. ‘The latter are lompe of copper without edgings, but the 
designs on some of them are well executed. “The coins being 
very emall the legends are imperfect, but they are believed to 
have beer struck by Raja Vijaya Raghunitha (1807-1825).

There are no large industries in the State. Silk fabrics are Manuinc- 
made at Pudukkottai town, the number of silk-weavers’ houses ba dens 
being about zoo, Cotton stuffs are woven there and at Karam- 
bakudi, and black woollen blankets at Sellukudi. Rush mats 
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and bell-metal vessels are made-in and about Karumbakuidi, 
These are moch in demand both within and outside the State: 
Hangles are made at Vaittir, Perfinmocs are manufactured at 
Padukkottal and exported to some extent, being much ap 
precited among Hindus. 

The other chief articles of export are ground-nuts, Vex poeiot 
seeds, drirans bark used for tanning leather, antl acacia bark 
employed in distilleries The chief importa are salt, rice, 
Kuropean piece-goods, and tobacco.

Inv 4728 it was seized by 
an aricestor of the present Raji, a Maratha named Sido)! Raa, 
He belonged to a family called the Ghorpades, which name 
was come, according to tradition, by one of them who sealed 
A precipitous fort by clinging to an iguana (phorjad) which was 
¢rwiing up it. Siddojl Rao’s grandfather had been in the ser 
vice of the Sultan of Bijapur, and his three sons. joined in the 
Maratha. revolt against that king and prospered in consequence, 
The-second of them, Siddojt’s father, earned the hereditary 
titles of Hindu Kao and MAimalikat (Momlukat) Madar (‘centre 
of the State"), which aro still used by the Rajis of Sanddir, 
Siddojt's eldest son was the famous Morini Rao of Goory, wha 


followed his father as ruler of the State. In the campaign of 


1775-6 Haidar All, ufter petting possession of BeuLany, took 
Gooty from him, and sent him to Kabbildurga hill in Mysere, 
where he died soon afterwards. Haidar annexed the whole 
territory, including Sanddr, and began the fort of Krixhninagar 
which is still standing there. It was finished and garrisoned 
by his-son Tipd. 

Mortri Rao had two sons, but they both died in childhood; 
and he adopted a distant cousin named Siva Ran, who fill 
aluitit #785 in & vain attempt to tum Tipl’s troops out of 


‘Sanddr, and was succecded by his son Siddojl, then two years 
‘old. Siddoj| was put under the guardianship of his uncle 


Venkata Rao, who in 17go, Gn his ward's behalf, attacked and 
drove cut Tipd's garnison, and guindd possession af the place. 
After the peace with Tipa in 72 the Ghorpades were allowed 
forttain Sandir as part of the ancientinheritance of the fumily, 
hut none-of them vortured w reside there as long as ‘Tipo was 
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alive. Siddojt died in F796, aged thirteen, and hie widow 
adopted a cousin called Siva Ran. On the death of Tipa at 
the fall of Seringapatam in 1799, Siva Rao went with Venkata 
Rao to Sanday, and he wan fagindd there when Bellary [istrict 
was ceded ty the Compuny, ; 

one Jaswant Rao, a distingniihed officer in Sindhia's army. No 
prominence was given to this grant, and Siva Ran cominued to 
holil the estate, The Peshwi, however, regarded him as a 
rebellious vassal, and in 181s endeavoured. to gain possession 
of Sandar by marching thither with troops, under the pre 
tence of a pilgrimage to the slirine of Kumrawimi. Siva 
Rao blocked the passes, and Baji Rao was only allowed to 
gO tothe temple with a few attendant: by the footpaths over 
the hills. 

The Treaty of Bassein, however, bound the Company in 
assi#t the Peshwa in reducing refractory vassals, and Baj 
Rao accordingly asked thar the English would take Sanditr 
from Siva Rao. Munro was therefore detaches! from Dharwar 
with a force to demand the aurrender of the valley Siva Rao 
Almost immediately afterwards, however, the Peshwi threw off 
the mask of friendship to the English he had been wearing, 
and provoked the war which ended in #828 in the downfall 
of his power, Munro then recommended that Sandiir should 
be restored to Siva Rao, and Government apreed to the 
propddal. In 1826 a formal sumed (titledeed) for the State 
owas granted to Siva Rao by the Madras Government. He 
died in-1840,and was followed by his nephew Viwikata Rao, 
whom he had adopted. The latter died in 1862,:and was 
succeeded by his son. Stvashanmokha Kao In 1876 he 
received ithe tile of Rajd as an hereditary distinction, At

‘The Peace of Aivda-Chapelle put a stop to further 
hostilities, and icf Dupleix free to further his dream af an 
Indian empire for France. Between ages and 1796, by 3 
French reached the height of their power in the South. He 
obtiined fram the Delhi emporor the Nawabaltip of the Carriatic ; 
eatalilisbed a protectontte aver the Sidu4 of Arcot and other 
parts of Southern Inelia ;, made lange additions to the French 
teritory around Pondicherry, Farikall, and Masulipatam ; and 
extended the French authority over the four Sarkirs of Mustafi- 
nagar, Ellore, Rajalimunilry, and Chicacole, and the island 
of Srirangam, formed hy two arms of the Cauvery. Thee 
various atnesations opencd up to French commerce 260 
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leagues of seaboard, and yinlded o revenue of £ 8od,coo 
(20 million francs). | 

This perind of pewer proved of short duration. Duplerx, 
feebly supported by the court of Versailles, met with a senes 
of reverses’ from the English Company, and was recalled to 
Paris in 17¢3. A certain extent of the territory still remaimed 
to hits succesaor ; but during the Seven Years’ War, the Govern- 
ment of France could afford no reinforcements for its Indian 
possessions. “The English Company overran them, defeated 
the French at Wandiwish, and seized Arcot. Lally-Tollendal, 
aftera chivalrous defence, sis e Pondicherry on January 
6,176. ‘The English demolished the town; the walls, the 
forts, the public traildings, were all deitroyed. The captured 
frog ancy all sero oa sie PERSE oes" 
deported to France. 

Two yeurs later, the peace of 1763 restored Tomi -mrel 
Rahat tactas teahockents tr Poasek, beh wet their former 
terntories greatly cartailed, The abolition of the monopoly of 
the French Company in $769 threw oper the trade, anc Pondi- 
cherry began to show signs of new vitality. But in 1778 it 
again {ell into the hands of the English East India Company. 
Itt 1782. the Railli de Suffren made a brilliant effort.on behalf 
ef his countrymen, fighting four naval battles with the Engtigh 
in seven, months, and retaking the fort. of Trincomalee. Next 
year, the Treaty of Versailles restored Pondicherry and the: 
other Settlements to the French, January zo, 176g.. But the 
English Company took advantage, as usual, of the breaking. 
out of the next war in Europe to seize the French possessions 
io India, and again compelled their rivals to evacuate their 
settlements in.1793. The Peace of Amiens once more restored 
them to the Frencl: in ea ; i/Gn the renewal of hostilities, the 
English Company again veleed them, Soptember 11, 1803. 
Pondicherry thus passed for the fourth time under English rile: : 
and, daring the Tong N apoleonic wars, the French power ceased 
to exist jn India. 

Pondicherry and the other Settlements were restored. to the: 
French by the treaties of 1814 and 1815, the territories being 
finally reduced to their present limits. The French had to 
begin the whole work of their Indian Setrlements de nape; and. 
an expedition arrived! at Pandicherry on: September 16, 1816, to 
reenter on possesion On December 4, 1816, Pondicherry and 

ain were delivered over te them ; Kiirikal on January 
14, 2817; Mahé, en esr a7, 1817; and: Yanam, on: April 
12, 1817. A-convention between the Governments of France 
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and England, dated March 7, 2815; regulaned the conditions 
of their restoration, “The French renounced their former nght, 
under the convention of August 30, 1787, to claim annually 
from the English East India Company goo chests of opium. at 
cost price, and agreed to pay hencefurth: the average tates 
realiced at the Calcutta aales. Bhey alto bound themselves to 
make over to the English Company, af a finer! pricn, all surplus 
dboeve the requirements of the local population, In com- 
pensation for these concessions, the English agreed t pay 
4 Inkhs of sicca rupees (one million francs, of, avy, #49,000) 
annually to the French Government. As it-was found that the 
right to make salt atvall ih the French Settlements led to the 
smmggiing of that article into the surrounding British Districts, 
the French Government was induced, on May 13, 1818, to 
surender It altogether for an annual payment of 4,000 pagodas 
(33,600 francs, or, say, £1,544). This second treaty, although 
at first made for only. fifteen years, has been indefinitely pro

Pondicherry (Puducheri, Pulckeri)—The chief of the 
French Settlements im Endia, the capital of which, a town. of 
the same name, ia the headquarters of their Governor. The 
‘town is-situated on the Coromandel coast in 11° 56” N, and 
79" 49° Ey, about ta miles north of Cuddalore. It lies'on the 
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roid loading from Madras to Cuddalore, and is the terminus 
of the Villupuram-Pondicherry of the South Indian 
Railway.

The Collector of South Arcot is empowered to deal with 
ordinary correspondence with the French authorities on these 
and kindred matters, and in this capucity is styled the Special 
Agent. At Pondicherry inself is a ritwh Conmular Agent 
accredited to the French Government, who is unually an offtcer 
of the Indian Army, ‘The town is eompact, neat and clean, 
anil is divided by canal into two parts, the Ville biunche and 
the streets being luid:at right angles to one another, with trees 
along then margins reminding. the viniter of continental 
hovievards, and the: houses being constructed with courtyards 
and embellished with greet venetiana «All the croge streets 
lead down to the shore, where a wide promenade facing the 
sea is again different from anything of its kind in Southern

Pondicherry was made o mtinicipality in 1880, with @ mayor 


and » council of eighteen members, ‘The receipts and expendi- 
ture of this body during the ten years ending 1962 averaged 
Re. 47,000. ‘There is no drainage system, but the water-supply 
is exedilent, being derived from a series of artesian wells, which 
are one of the features of the place. Until they were dis- 
covertd, about the middlo of last century, the only source at 
supply was from ordinary wells annk within the town, The 
beat of the present arteian sources is. at Mudrapalaiyam, from 
which pipes have been taken to reservors in the market and 
the Place da Gouvernement. ‘The roads of the town are kept 
well-known ‘push puth, which is pushed and pulled by two 
men. The chief edueational institutions are a college belonging 
to the Missions Ftrangéres, which teaches up to the B.A.

3a E., near the mouth of the river Mahé, about 4 miles 
south of Tellicherry. Area, 26 square miles; population (1got), 
10,298. ‘The history of Mahé resembles in its essentials that 
of the other Faexcii Posstsstoxs, and it is oow « decaying 
place. Most of its chief buildings aré picturesquely situated 
on the hank of the river close to its mouth. The site is hilly 
and covered with a dense muss of coco-nut palms, and it is 
noted) for the fertility of its soil and the salubrity of its climate. 
‘The Settlement is in charge of a chef ule service subordinate to 
the Governor ut Poxtteizexy. The place contains a Koman 
Cutholic chupel, three boys’ echools, one girls’ school, and 
the Malabar District board gives access to British territory on 


the right bank. ‘The railway line from Calicut to Cannanore 
passes clone to Mahé.
